LEGISLATION  FOR  CHEMISTS  AND  DRUGGISTS. 

in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  "Wednesday  the  29th  ult., 

Sir  Fitzuoy  Kelly  moved  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill 
framed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.    He  said  that,  as  the 
law  now  stood,  the  trade  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
consequently  the  making  up  of  medical  prescriptions,  might 
be  carried  on  by  persons  altogether  ignorant  and  incompetent. 
It  could  scarcely  be  disputed  that  some  protection  was  re- 
quired bv  the  public  in  that  respect ;  and  the  defective  state 
of  the  law  had  been  pressed  on  the  attention  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  who  was  urged  to  bring 
in  a  Bill  on  the  subject.    It  was  not  for  him  to  arraign  the 
Government.    He  had  no  doubt  they  had  very  good  reasons 
for  not  introducing  a  measure.    At  all  events,  nothing  had 
been  done  ;  and  he  was,  therefore,  induced  to  submit  to  the 
consideration  of  the  House  the  present  Bill.    There  was  no 
qualification  required ;  no  licence  need  be  taken  by  those 
who  carried  on  the  trade  of  chemists  and  druggists.  They 
might  be  totally  ignorant  and  incompetent ;  and  the  remedy 
proposed  was  that  a  proper  examination  should  take  place, 
certificates  being  given  to  those  found  duly  qualified,  who 
■would  thereupon  be  registered  as  chemists  and  druggists 
under  the  Act.    The  only  question  was,  what  the  exami- 
nation should  be,  and  by  whom  it  should  be  conducted. 
There  existed  all  the  means  necessary  for  the  purpose  in  the 
machinery  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.    Examiners  were  appointed 
who  conducted  an  examination  in  Botany,  in  Chemistry, 
Materia  Medica,  and  in  the  Latin  language,  and  those  who 
passed  that  examination  were  qualified  to  become  associates 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    The  whole  substance  of  this 
Bill  was  comprised  in  a  single  sentence.    Persons  seeking  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and  make 
up  medical  prescriptions,  should  submit  themselves  to  exami- 
nation by  that  Board ;  and  if  found  qualified,  they  would 
receive  a  certificate  of  fitness  from  the  examiners,  and  be 
registered  on  payment  of  a  small  fee  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.    He  was  quite  content  to  leave  the  question  of  fees 
and  any  other  detail  to  the  approval  of  one  of  the  Secretaries 
of  State.    The  main  object  of  the  Bill  was  the  examination, 
and  that,  he  thought,  would  give  all  the'  security  that  was 
required  for  the  public.     It  was  impossible  to  speak  too 
confidently  as  to  the  results  of  examination  by  this  Board. 
It  had  existed  for  20  years.    It  had  been  confirmed  by  Act 
of  Parliament ;  and,  above  all,  it  had  received  the  sanction 
of  the  Government.    The  Medical  Board  charged  with  the 
well-being  of  the  army  had  stamped  their  approval  on  the 
examination  and  whole  proceedings  of  the  society  by  a  re- 
solution which  had  been  in  force  for  many  years ;  and  no 
one  could  be  an  army  dispenser  without  producing  their 
certificate.    An  exception  was  made  by  the  Bill  in  favour  of 
those  who  had  carried  on  this  business  for  a  certain  period, 
and  there  were  some  thousands  who  might  have  carried  it  on 
for  a  great  length  of  time ;  but  it  would  be  necessary  for 
them  to  pro  iuce  the  certificate  of  a  medical  practitioner  that 
they  had  actually  and  bond  Jide  carried  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  before  this  Bill  came  into  operation, 
and  on  that  certificate  they  would  be  entitled,  without 
further  qualification,  to  be  registered,  and  to  carry  on  the 
ousincss  hereafter.    The  Bill  of  the  hon.  baronet  the  member 
for  Westminster  had  two  objects— the  first  identical  with  the 
present  measure,  and  the  other  prescribing  the  terms  and 
conditions  on  which  the  sale  of  drugs  and  chemicals  should 
be  carried  on.    This  latter  branch  ot  the  subject  was  far  too 
complicated,  delicate,  and  difficult  to  be  undertaken  by  anv 
private  member.     It  required  all  the  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience of  the  Government.     Both  Bills  admitted  the 
necessity  of  affording  some  protection  against  incompetent 
persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

cy  agrecd  in  requiring  some  examination;  and  the  only 
question  as  between  the  Bill  was  who  should  conduct  it— 
*  nether  a  body  that  now  existed,  recognised  and  sanctioned 
law,  approved  by  the  trade,  by  the  general  public,  and 
especially  by  an  important  Government  board,  or  a  new 
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corporate  body  of  a  speculative  character,  and  of  whose 
qualifications  they  must  be  in  utter  ignorance.  He  begged 
to  move  the  second  leading  of  the  Bill. 

Sir  J.  Shelley  disclaimed,  on  the  part  of  those  whom  he 
represented,  the  slightest  intention  to  infringe  or  interfere 
with  the  privileges  of  the  chartered  body  who  were  the 
clients  of  the  hon.  and  learned  gentleman.    The  question 
was  a  public  one.     Dr.  Taylor  had  recommended  to  the 
Government  that  the  question  of  the  sale  of  poisons  should 
be  taken  into  consideration.     'Ihe  Bill  of  the  hon.  and 
learned  gentleman  went  no  further  than  this:  It  prescribed 
a  certain  examination,  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  to  be 
undergone  by  all  before  they  were  qualified  to  make  up 
medical  prescriptions ;  but  there  was  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  trade,  carrying  on  a  lucrative  business,  that  did  not  see 
or  make  up  a  medical  prescription  once  in  a  week,  and  the 
Bill  as  to  these  would  be  comparatively  useless.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  no  doubt  existed  for  many 
years,  was  possessed  of  great  privileges  and  wealth,  and  had 
done  a  great  deal  of  good  in  town,  but  its  benefits  had  not 
reached  the  agricultural  districts.     It  was  well  that  the 
House  should  know  that  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  numbered,  at  one  time,  4,000  ;  but  since  then  they 
had  decreased  to  2,300,  including  the  foreign  and  colonial 
members.    The  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
whose  Bill  he  would  have  the  honour  of  proposing  tc  that 
House,  was  composed  of  over  3,000  members.    It  was  clear, 
he  considered,  that  the  examination  prescribed  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  too  expensive ;  and  this  accounted  for 
the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  its  members,  and  the  superior 
numerical  strength  of  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists.    With  the  view  of  guarding  the  public  interests, 
it  was  the  duty  of  that  House  to  see  that  some  law  should 
be  passed  by  which  the  sale  of  poisons  would  be  efficiently 
regulated.    If  he  understood  aright  the  Bill  proposed  by  his 
hon.  and  learned  friend,  it  would  prohibit  any  person  making 
up  a  prescription  who  had  not  undergone  the  examination 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    The  House 
would  agree  that  it  was  a  great  pity  that  the  two  great 
societies  which  had  been  referred  to  had  not  come  together, 
and  mutually  agreed  upon  the  principles  of  a  Bill  which 
would  not  have  interfered  with  the  freedom  of  the  trade,  and 
have  given  the  public  that  protection  which  they  required  in 
the  sale  of  dangerous  drugs.    The  Chemists  and  Druggists' 
Society  had  made  advances  with  that  object,  but  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  would  not  recognise  it.    [In  proof  of 
this  assertion,  Sir  John  Shelley  read  the  correspondence 
between  the  Secretaries  of  the  two  Societies  published  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March,  1864;  also  a  letter 
addressed  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Secretary  by  a  repre- 
sentative of  this  journal,  asking  permission  to  report  the 
meeting  convened  to  discuss  the  proposed  measure,  with  the 
Secretary's  answer,  stating  that  none  but  members  could  be 
admitted.]   It  was,  therefore,  the  fauit  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  that  two  Bills  were  now  before  the  House.  The 
examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  cost  ten  guineas, 
and  in  addition  to  that  there  were  the  expenses  necessarily 
entailed  upon  persons  coming  from  the  country  to  London, 
and  remaining  there  till  they  had  passed  their  examination  ; 
so  that  the  outlay  would  not  amount  to  less  than  £30  or  £40. 
He  did  not  wish  to  interfere  for  a  moment  with  the  privileges 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    On  the  contrary,  he  would 
still  be  glad  to  see  chemists  wishing  to  raise  themselves  in 
the  grade  of  their  profession  taking  the  advantage  of  the 
examination  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  afforded ; 
but  he  could  not  assent  to  the  principle  of  forcing  the  whole 
of  the  chemists  and  druggists  to  pay  for  that  examination, 
when  they  could  be  registered  for  half  the  amount.  The 
public  required  more  protection  than  the  Bid  proposed  by 
the  hon.  and  learned  member  provided  ;  and  he  (Sir  John 
Shelley)  ventured  to  sny  that  that  Bill  did  not  meet  with  the 
support  of  the  trade  at  large.    The  House  should  not  look 
upon  the  two  Bills  as  a  mere  squabble  between  two  great 
societies,  but  as  an  important  public  question.    The  Bill  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not  calculated  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  trade  at  large,  nor  yet  to  reduce  the 
danger  to  which  the  public  were  exposed  in  the  salo  of 
drugs.    The  Bill  which  he  (Sir  J.  Shelley)  had  brought 
forward  did  not  interfere  with  those  now  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  chemists  and  druggists;  but  it  proposed  that 
chemists  should  be  registered  under  an  Act,  and,  after  that, 
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that  a  Board  of  Examination  should  be  founded  upon  the 
principle  of  the  Medical  Practitioners'  Act.  He  believed,  if 
these  two  Bills  were  referred  to  a  select  committee,  the 
result  would  be  satisfactory.  The  sale  of  poisons  was  a 
difficult  question  to  deal  with  ;  and  he  heartily  wished  the 
Government  had  taken  it  in  hand,  especially  after  the  strong 
representations  that  had  been  made  on  all  sides  as  to  the 
mode  in  which  drugs  were  dispensed  in  agricultural  districts, 
where  everything,  from  laudanum  to  a  pair  of  boots,  was 
sold  in  the  same  shop.  A  select  committee  might  find  the 
groundwork  of  a  good  public  Act  in  the  Bill  which  he  had 
brought  before  the  House,  rather  than  in  that  which  had 
been  proposed  by  his  hon.  and  learned  friend  opposite.  He 
had,  however,  no  objection  to  the  second  reading  of  this  Bill, 
hoping  the  House  would  see  the  necessity  of  referring  both 
Bills  to  a  select  committee. 

Dr.  Brady  supported  the  Bill  of  his  hon.  and  learned 
friend  (Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly),  and  contrasted  the  importance  of 
the  two  societies  referred  to,  and  their  respective  claims  upon 
the  consideration  of  the  House.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
"was  composed  of  men  of  the  highest  knowledge  in  chemistry, 
and  the  examinations  of  the  Society  were  formed  upon  a 
very  high  standard,  while  the  Society  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists  admitted  clerks,  apprentices,  and  many  other 
persons  as  members  who  knew  nothing  whatever  about 
chemistry.  He  attributed  the  decrease  in  the  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  fact  that  there  were  a 
number  of  enthusiastic  persons  joined  it  at  first  who  had 
since  resigned,  not  having  any  real  interest  in  the  science  of 
chemistry.  It  was  incumbent,  he  thought,  upon  the  Home 
Secretary  to  take  the  matter  into  his  own  hands. 

Mr.  Kinglake  did  not  admit  that  there  was  any  force  in 
the  argument  of  the  hon.  baronet  as  to  the  greater  number  of 
members  composing  the  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Societv 
compared  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  one  sub- 
mitted its  members  to  a  very  difficult  examination,  whereas 
the  other  did  not  subject  its  members  to  any  examination 
■whatever.  The  claim  of  the  Pharmaceutical  "Society  rested 
entirely  upon  the  fact  that  it  had  ready  a  machinery  suitable 
for  conducting  the  proposed  examinations  ;  whereas,  if  the 
Bill  of  the  hon.  baronet  were  adopted,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  begin  dc  novo  and  constitute  new  machinery.  There  were 
some  alterations  which  -would  have  to  be  made  in  the  Bill  in 
order  to  place  the  existing  chemists  and  druggists  on  a  foot- 
ing of  perfect  equality  with  the  pharmaceutical  chemists.  The 
Bill  would  not  have  his  support  unless  that  could  be  effected 
in  the  most  complete  manner,  and  he  would  suggest  to  the 
hon.  and  learned  gentleman  that  the  form  of  registration, 
■whether  for  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  not,  should  be 
exactly  the  same. 

Mr.  Roebuck  said  that  the  subject  under  the  consideration 
of  the  House  was  a  very  important  one,  and  one  upon  which 
he  thought  the  House  was  not  competent  to  decide.  The 
matters  connected  with  the  sale  of  poisons  and  medicines 
generally  had  always  been  subjected  by  that  House  to  the 
most  careful  inquiry  by  a  select  committee.  He  should  like 
to  hear  from  the  Home  Secret  arv  what  course  the  Govern- 
ment intended  to  pursue  in  regard  to  this  subject,  which  he 
(Mr.  Roebuck)  should  like  to  see  in  their  hands. 

Sir  George  Grey  said  he  had  no  objection  whatever  to  the 
second  reading  of  the  Bill  of  the  hon.  and  learned  gentleman 
opposite  (Sir  F.  Kelly).  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a 
very  useful  one  ;  and  if  there  were  to  be  examinations  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  these  examinations  might  with  safety 
be  placed  under  the  control  of  the  council  of  that  society. 
TheTe  was  no  doubt  that  both  Bills  required  very  careful  con- 
sideration. The  hon.  and  learned  gentleman  was  quite  right 
in  saying  that  Bills  with  reference  to  medical  subjects  had 
hitherto  been  very  carefully  inquired  into.  That  was  the 
case  with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  received  the  close  atten- 
tion of  a  select  committee,  of  which  his  right  hon.  friend  the 
member  for  Kilmarnock  was  chairman,  and  the  Bill  which 
■was  brought  in  was  most  essentially  altered,  and  the  House 
adopted  the  recommendation  of  the"  committee.  There  was 
again  the  Medical  Registration  Act,  with  regard  to  which  he 
recollected  the  difficulty  that  was  experienced  in  bringing 
together  the  different  branches  of  the  medical  profession,  and 
it  was  only  after  repeated  communications  that  gentlemen 
could  be  induced  to  come  before  a  select  committee.  After 
careful  inquiry,  an  amended  Bill  was  submitted,  which  Par- 
liament ultimately  adopted,  with  the  general  approval  of  the 


medical  profession.  He  had  seen  the  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  also  of  the  Chemists  and 
Druggists',  and  his  advice  to  them  was  that  they  should  meet 
together,  and  agree  upon  a  general  outline  of  a  Bill,  lie 
could  not  concur  in  the  Bill  which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  wished  him  to  introduce,  and  he  stated  certain  objec- 
tions to  it.  Unhappily,  though  it  was,  perhaps,  not  a  matter 
of  surprise,  there  were  mutual  jealousies  existing  among 
members  of  the  same  profession,  and  it  was  impossible  to 
bring  the  different  parties  together  and  induce  them  to  agree 
to  the  principles  of  a  Bill.  The  Bill  of  the  hon.  and  learned 
gentleman  was  good  as  far  as  it  went,  but  it  dealt  with  a  very 
limited  portion  of  the  subject.  It  professed  only  to  provide 
an  examination  for  chemists  who  were  to  make  up  prescrip- 
tions for  medical  practitioners.  In  the  other  Bill  before  the 
House  ihere  were  provisions  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  poisons 
and  deleterious  drugs,  and  it  would  be  extremely  desirable 
when  dealing  with  the  subject  to  embody  these  provisions. 
He  thought  there  were  points  in  both  Bills  which  recommended 
them  ;  and  if  a  select  committee  were  appointed  who  would 
bring  before  them  a  limited  number  of  the  representatives  of 
the  two  conflicting  parties,  a  Bill  might  be  made  out  of  the 
two  which  would  effect  to  the  fullest  extent  the  object  in 
which  they  had  so  deep  an  interest.  He  would  recom- 
mend that  both  Bills  be  read  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  a 
select  committee,  a  course  which  he  believed  would  be  most 
satisfactory  to  the  House. 

Lord  Elcho  said  he  had  some  objections  to  the  Bill  pro- 
posed by  the  hon.  and  learned  member  (Sir  F.  Kelly).  He 
had  been  asked  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  undertake 
the  conduct  of  that  Bill  through  the  House ;  and  the  reason, 
he  apprehended,  why  they  came  to  him  was  that  in  1858  he 
had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  subject  of  medical  reform. 
There  was  much  need  felt  for  raising  the  standard  of  educa- 
tion. There  were  so  many  different  bodies  bidding  against 
each  other  that  the  result  was  the  lowering  of  medical  educa- 
tion. Certain  bodies  also  had  monopolies  which  it  was  felt 
desirable  to  do  away  with.  "When  the  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  came  to  him  with  this  Bill,  he  told 
them  they  went  a  little  too  far  in  one  respect,  and  an  injustice 
would  be  inflicted.  He  contended  that  it  was  necessary  to 
allow  certain  persons  in  country  villages  to  dispense  medicines, 
and  even  to  make  up  prescriptions,  although  it  could  not  be- 
expected  that  those  people  should  undergo  examinations. 
Having  met  with  an  accident  during  the  present  year,  he  had 
had  occasion  himself  to  get  a  prescription  made  up  in  one  of 
these  country  villages.  He  had  to  go  for  this  purpose  to  the 
post-office  of  the  village,  which  he  found  to  be  a  store  for  the 
sale  of  almost  every  article,  from  fiddles  to  hobnails.  His 
prescription,  however,  was  made  up,  and  did  him  great 
benefit.  He  should  support  the  Bill  brought  in  by  his  hon. 
and  learned  friend  in  preference  to  the  one  introduced  by  the 
hon.  baronet,  because,  of  the  two,  he  believed  it  to  be  the 
more  liberal.  He  regretted,  however,  that  the  Government 
had  not  taken  charge  of  the  Bill,  instead  of  recommending  its 
submission  to  the  Select  Committee. 

Mr.  Beecroft  also  recommended  the  hon.  and  learned  gen- 
tleman to  allow  his  Bill  to  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 

Sir  F.  Kelly  assented  to  this  proposal,  and  with  that 
understanding  the  Bill  was  read  a  second  time. 

Sir  J.  Shelley  then  moved  the  second  reading  of  the 
Chemists  and  Druggists'  Bill  (No.  2),  and  ably  defended  the 
United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  from  the  attacks 
which  had  been  made  upon  them. 

Colonel  Sykbs  thought  that  the  Select  Committee  ought 
also  to  decide  how  far  the  same  persons  should  be  allowed  to 
dispense  fiddles  and  physic. 

The  Bill  of  the  United  Society  was  then  read  a  second  time, 
and  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee. 


UNITED  SOCIETY  OF  CHEMISTS  AND  DRUGGISTS. 


THE  IIILL8  BEFORE  PARLIAMENT. 

A  mbetino  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Society 
took  place  on  Saturday,  the  1st  instant,  at  the  offices  of  thi 
society,  20,  Great  Ormond-street.  The  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting  having  been  read  by  the  Secretary, 

The  Chairman  said  the  anxiously-anticipated  event  of  th 
second  reading  of  the  two  Bills,  to  regulate  the  qualification 
of  chemists  and  druggists,  had  come  off  on  Wednesday,  th 
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29th  ultimo,  when  the  unusual  number  of  members  present 
proved  that  the  interest  -which  had  been  excited  through- 
out the  trade  was  felt  in  the  House  of  Commons.  The 
chemists  and  druggists  of  the  United  Kingdom  were  now 
acquainted  with  the  result  of  the  first  parliamentary 
struggle  which  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United 
Society  had  had  with  the  PharmaccuticalCouncil,  and  would 
be  satisfied  that  the  claims  of  all  to  equity  and  justice,  in 
whatever  legislation  should  take  place,  were  now  recognised 
by  Parliament.  It  was  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  their 
cause  would  no  longer  be  jeopardized  by  the  larger  organiza- 
tion of  local  secretaries  and  servants,  as  well  as  the  larger 
means  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  had  at  their  com- 
mand ;  but  it  was  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  strenuous  efforts 
of  the  Executive  Committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  had  proved  unavailing.  It  had  been  a 
principle  with  the  United  Society,  from  its  commencement,  to 
respect  the  chartered  privileges  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society ; 
and  if  a  conciliatory  spirit  had  manifested  itself  in  the  Council 
of  that  society,  instead  of  a  spirit  which  had  prompted  so 
many  angry  and  illiberal  statements  respecting  the  United 
Society,  the  Council  might  have  gained  the  confidence  of  the 
entire  trade  ;  and  the  special  privileges  of  the  pharmaceutists, 
which  were  now  in  jeopardy,  might  have  been  secured  by  the 
same  Act  that  gave  a  fair  representation  to  every  man  worthy 
of  the  title  of  chemist  and  druggist.  The  Executive  should 
not  pursue  the  course  of  antagonism  the  elder  society  had 
adopted,  nor  regard  the  disparagement  of  its  members  both 
as  to  numbers  and  social  standing.  They  should  put  away 
society  rivalry,  and  regard  the  work  before  them  as  one  of 
public  interest,  which  it  was  their  duty  honestly  and  un- 
flinchingly to  perform.  They  had  not  to  compare  the  two 
societies,  but  had  simply  to  give  their  earnest  support  to  the 
Bill  which  would  most  effectually  protect  the  rights  of  the 
whole  trade.  The  Pharmaceutical  Bill  would  advance  the 
interests  of  a  society,  but  would  leave  the  larger  number  of 
druggists  unrepresented,  shackled,  and  uncared  for.  That  of 
the  United  Society  would  elevate  the  whole  body  of  chemists 
and  druggists,  not  registered  under  the  present  Pharmacy 
Act.  In  the  event  of  the  latter  measure  becoming  law,  the 
United  Society  would  cease  to  exist  as  a  society  ;  but  like  the 
trade  emblem,  the  phoenix,  its  self-immolation  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  rise  of  a  new  body.  There  would  be  no  United 
Society,  but  there  would  be  a  legally  recognised  association 
of  all  the  non-Pharmaceutical  members  of  the  trade.  Each 
Bill  must  now  stand  or  fall  upon  its  own  merits.  Such  a 
state  of  things  would  be  regarded  with  satisfaction  by  all  who 
simply  wished  to  secure  justice  for  themselves,  whilst  pro- 
moting the  public  good.  The  labour  and  anxiety  which  this 
vantage  ground  had  cost  the  Executive,  and  especially  their 
indefatigable  Secretary,  would  perhaps  never  be  known  ;  but 
the  Executive  might  feel  assured  that  the  trade  would  con- 
tinue to 'support  them,  and  would  be  glad  to  recognise  their 
vigilant  attention  to  all  that  concerned  their  interests. 

The  Secretary  then  laid  before  the  committee  the  follow- 
ing correspondence : — 

TO  THE  RIGHT  HON.  SIR  QEOItfiE  GREY,  DART.,  M.P.,  ETC. 

StR, — Referring  to  the  deputation  of  non-Pharmaceutical  Chemists, 
whom  you  honoured  with  an  interview  on  Wednesday  last,  also  to  the 
notice  for  to-morrow,  given  by  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly,  to  ask  for  leave  to  bring 
in  a  Bill  to  regulate  tho  trade  of  chemists  and  druggists  ; 

Itwas  enjoined  upon  me  by  the  deputation,  previously  to  their  departure 
for  their  respective  homes,  to  remind  you  how  emphatically  thoy  declared 
to  you  thai:,  whilst  their  interests  were  vitally  affected  by  that  Bill,  they 
had  never  been  consulted  about  it ;  that  they  considered  it  to  be  a  one- 
sided measure ;  and  that  a  petition  from  Birmingham,  signed  by  one 
hundred  chemists  of  that  town,  was  shown  you  to  illustrate  the  fact  that 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  1200  non-Pharmaceutists— who  had  been  induced, 
by  false  representations,  to  sign  tho  memorial  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  for  the  Pharmacy  Bill — had  repudiated  their  signatures  to  that 
document. 

They  also  directed  mo  to  say  that  they  respectfully  relied  upon  Govern- 
ment to  protect  their  interests,  until  their  own  Bill  could  bo  brought  into

A  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly  previous 
to  the  introduction  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Bill  was  also  laid 
before  the  meeting.  This  letter  had  informed  Sir  Fitzroy 
Kelly  that  the  non-Pharmaceutical  members  of  the  trade 
had  never  been  consulted  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  measure  ; 
and  that  many  who  had  at  first  signed  the  memorial  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council,  under  an  erroneous  impression,  had 
since  given  their  support  to  the  Bill  of  the  United  Society. 
Other  correspondence,  including  a  circular  addressed  to 
members  of  Harliament,  pointing  out  the  main  features  of  the 
two  Bills,  having  been  brought  forward,

The  Secretary  said  that  the  list  of  petitions  showed  how 
earnestly  the  honorary  secretaries  and  other  gentlemen  had 
worked  for  the  benefit  of  their  professional  brethren.  The 
list  included  every  town  of  importance  in  the  kingdom  wheie 
the  Society  had  local  secretaries,  excepting  Bath,  Oldham, 
and  York.  It  represented  over  3000  signatures  (irrespective 
of  those  of  some  twenty  petitions  which  did  not  come  to 
hand  in  time  for  presentation  before  the  second  reading),  and 
the  Executive  Committee  might  appeal  to  it  as  the  most  con- 
vincing refutation  of  the  slanderous  statements  given  in  the 
Standard  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  as  to  the  number 
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of  members  and  objects  of  the  United  Society.  It  was 
•worthy  of  remark  that  at  Manchester  the  petition  had  been 
signed  in  three  days  by  eighty-seven  chemists  (only  one 
person  carrying  it  round),  and  the  gentleman  who  had  kindly 
undertaken  the  superintendence  of  it  declared  that  another 
large  sheet  could  easily  have  been  filled  with  signatures  had 
time  have  been  allowed.  At  Liverpool,  where  pharmaceutical 
influence  was  supposed  to  be  paramount,  three  days  had 
sufliccdtogetl07  signatures  ;  and  Leeds,  with  equal  prompti- 
tude, had  sent  up  two  petitions  (one  being  against  Sir  F. 
KellyVs  Bill),  with,  collectively,  109  signatures. 

Several  matters  of  importance  having  been  discussed  and 
agreed  to,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  address  the  non- 
Pharmaceutical  portion  of  the  trade  in  reference  to  the  charges 
brought  against  the  United  Society  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  their  Journal  for  this  monlh,  and  to  request  the 
continuation  of  their  support,  without  which  it  would  be 
impossible  to  overcome  the  effect  of  the  one-sided  articles  of 
a  portion  of  the  press,  and  the  determined  opposition  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 

ADDRESS  OP  THE  EXECVTIVE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE  NON-PHAHMA- 
CEUT1CAL  PORTION  OP  THE  TRADE. 

r  Although  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  thought  fit  in 
its  Journal  for  this  month  to  attack  the  United  Society  in  a 
most  virulent  manner,  the  Executive  Committee  believe  they 
will  have  the  sanction  and  support  of  the  trade  at  large  when 
they  declare  their  determination,  although  well  able  to  refute 
every  slander  and  falsehood,  to  forbear  to  answer  the 
articles  and  letters  printed  in  that  Journal,  readily  understand- 
ing the  mortification  and  wounded  pride  of  a  portion  of  a 
Council — who,  two  nionths  ago,  declared  they  had  the  Govern- 
ment, the  Medical  Council,  and  the  chemists  and  druggists 
of  the  country  all  on  their  side — on  being  told  by  the  Home 
Secretary  to  go  and  consult  with  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  United  Society. 

It  now  remains  for  the  Executive  Committee  to  place  their 
responsibilities  before  the  trade.  They  feel  assured  that  the 
non-Pharmaceutical  chemists  of  the  country  will  be  satisfied 
that  they  have  redeemed  their  pledge  to  fight  their  parlia- 
mentary battle  unflinchingly  at  the  proper  time.  So  far  all 
the  advantage  is  on  their  side.  They  obtain  parliamentary 
recognition  ;  th°ir  Bill  will  stand  upon  its  merits  before  an 
impartial  tribunal  side  by  side  with  that  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council ;  and  the  present  position  of  their  cause  fore- 
shadows the  boon  of  exemption  from  jury  service. 

But  the  great  struggle  for  representative  government  has 
yet  to  c<3me,  and  that,  too,  in  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  where  the  stream  of  expenditure  runs  rapidly 
through  a  channel  wide  and  deep. 

The  Executive  Committee  once  more  declare  their  readi- 
ness to  work  for  their  brethren ;  and  not  only  to  work,  but 
to  encourage  sacrifice  by  example.  Let  unity  prevail.  Let 
committees  come  into  organized  action  in  all  the  large  towns 
at  once ;  and  where  there  are  no  local  secretaries  or  no  united 
action,  it  is  hoped  the  trade  will  remit  their  contributions  to 
the  Incorporation  fund  to  this  office  individually.  But  no 
time  must  be  lost.  The  Executive  now  desire  a  general  effort 
to  furnish  means,  and  they  trust  their  appeal  will  call  forth 
that  prompt  and  cheerful  response  which  the  goodness  of 
their  cause  and  the  prospect  of  speedy  success  should  inspire.

such  a  contrivance  would  be  especially  valuable  whenever  ■ 
expensive  liquids  have  to  be  trusted  to  careless  attendants.  It .

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THE  BILLS  BEFORE  PARLIAMENT. 


We  are  delighted  with  the  result  of  the  recent  debate  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  the  Bills  for  regulating  the  qualifica- 
tions of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  We  do  not  approve  of 
hasty  legislation,  and  do  not  believe  that  any  Bill  affecting 
trade  can  be  safely  enacted  until  it  has  been  subjected  to  a 
thorough  examination  by  a  select  committee. 

We  do  not  suppose  that  the  Bill  framed  by  the  committee 
•will  satisfy  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The 
demands  of  this  body  arc  most  exorbitant.  According  to  Sir 
Fitzroy  Kelly's  Bill,  all  chemists  and  druggists  now  in 
business  must  be  registered  by  the  Society ;  all  future 
chemists  and  druggists  must  be  examined  by  the  Society ;  and 
all  fees  paid  for  registration  and  examination  are  to  be  used 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Society.  In  return,  the  chemists  and 
druggists  are  to  receive  a  title  inferior  to  that  of  unexamined 
members  of  the  Society.  They  are  not  to  be  exempted  from 
jury  service,  they  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  vote  at  elections  of 
officers  of  the  Society ;  in  fine,  they  must  be  content  to  follow 
the  example  of  good  little  boys,  who  are  "  seen  but  not 
heard."  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Society, 
with  the  help  of  Sir  John  Shelley,  have  spoiled  this  pretty 
scheme  for  increasing  the  power  and  wealth  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

The  Bill  of  the  United  Society  introduced  by  Sir  John 
Shelley  is  a  broad  and  liberal  measure,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  many  of  its  provisions  will  be  included  in  the  Bill  of  the 
Select  Committee.  The  restrictions  it  places  on  the  sale  of  drugs 
and  poisons  give  it  much  greater  importance  as  a  measure 
for  protecting  the  public,  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Bill,  which 
only  places  restrictions  on  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions. 
The  observations  of  our  correspondent  Mr.  Wade  on  this 
point  leave  us  nothing  to  say.  The  difficulty  of  the  United 
Society  is  the  formation  of  the  new  governing  body.  We  cannot 
help  thinking  that  the  Select  Committee  will  reject  the  new 
machinery  required  to  put  the  Act  in  operation,  and  will 
decide  that  the  Pharmaceutical  body  shall  be  entrusted  with 
the  registration  and  examination  of  chemists  and  druggists, 
provided  that  the  latter  are  fully  represented  in  the  Council. 

A\e  have  no  wish  to  see  two  examining  and  registering 
bodies,  if  the  one  already  in  existence  will  consent  to  work 
for  the  good  of  the  whole  trade.     There  would  be  no 


difficulty  in  legislating  for  chemists  and  druggists  if  the 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  willing  to 
make  a  few  sacrifices.  But  what  can  we  expect  from  them  1 
In  the  last  number  of  their  Journal  we  find  three  leaders 
which  seem  to  have  been  written  with  a  view  of  widening 
the  breach  between  the  Pharmaceutical  and  non-Pharma- 
ceutical members  of  the  trade.  These  articles,  which  must 
have  been  in  type  before  the  debate  came  on  in  the  House, 
endeavour  to  prove  that  the  United  Society  is  not  a  strong 
body,  that  it  does  not  represent  the  trade,  but  is  made  up  of 
"  picklemongers,"  "distillers,"  "quacks,"  ladies,  and  other 
strange  elements.  We  do  not  profess  to  know  much  about 
the  constitution  of  this  Society,  but  we  know  that  its  acts 
have  the  support  of  a  very  large  number  of  worthy  members 
of  the  trade.  If  the  United  Society  is  so  weak,  why  does  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  attack  it  so  furiously  ?  Why  use 
Nasmyth's  hammer  to  scrunch  a  cockroach  ! 

We  do  not  applaud  every  act  of  the  United  Society.  We 
often  object  to  the  violent  language  of  some  of  its  members. 
We  think  that  many  mistakes  have  been  committed  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  But  slight  errors  in  judgment  may 
easily  be  overlooked.  The  Executive  Committee  have 
worked  bravely  for  the  trade  generally,  and  we  trust  that 
they  may  be  furnished  with  ample  funds  for  completing  the 
work  that  they  have  before  them  in  the  House  of  Commons. 


THE  PRESS  AND  THE  TWO  BILLS. 


The  articles  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  journals  on 
the  proposed  legislation  for  chemists  and  druggists,  have  not 
thrown  much  light  upon  the  present  constitution  of  the  trade 
and  the  objects  of  the  opposing  Bills.  Two  or  three  have 
evidently  been  dictated  by  agents  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  but  the  majority  have  been  written  by  gentlemen 
who  are  influenced  by  "  measures,  not  men."  As  a  rule  the 
leaders  of  public  opinion  have  refrained  from  expressing 
unqualified  approval  of  either  Bill,  and  have  praised  Sir 
George  Grey  for  his  impartial  treatment  of  the  two  societies. 

The  Daily  Telegraph,  in  a  well-written  and  temperate 
article,  advocates  a  practical  and  broad  treatment  of  the 
subject  which  has  been  brought  before  the  House,  and 
virtually  endorses  the  scheme  of  the  United  Society  in  recom- 
mending that  some  restriction  should  be  placed  on  the  sale  of 
drugs.  The  following  extracts  from  this  article  will  show 
that  our  great  daily  contemporary  thoroughly  understands 
the  wants  of  the  public  : — 

"At  present,  no  qualification  whatever  is  required  for  the 
sale  of  poisonous  drugs,  and  the  most  ignorant  of  blockheads, 
or  the  most  disreputable  of  traders,  may  open  a  shop  as  a 
vendor  of  medicines.  The  mystery  is  that  the  public  have 
been  so  long  content  to  entrust  their  safety  to  the  mercy  of 
dispensers  of  drugs  of  whose  competency  they  have  no 
evidence  whatever.  We  quite  admit  that  the  peril  arising 
from  the  existence  of  uncertificated  chemists  may  easily  be 
exaggerated.  As  a  class,  the  practiserg  of  pharmacy  are  an 
eminently  deserving  body ;  and  the  instances  in  which 
members  of  the  trade  fail  to  perform  their  duty  are  extremely 
few.  .  .  .  That  vendors  of  drugs  should  be  duly  registered, 
and  that  all  persons  authorised  to  make  up  prescriptions 
should  undergo  some  kind  of  examination,  were  assumed  as 
axioms  throughout  the  debate ;  the  only  difference  in  opinion 
manifested  was  as  to  the  means  by  which  this  reform  could 
best  be  initiated.  Two  bills  were  before  the  House,  one  of 
which  had  the  sanction  of  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly's  name,  the  other 
that  of  Sir  John  Shelley's.  In  principle  both  bills  were 
alike  ;  but  the  manner  in  which  that  principle  was  to  be 
enforced  constituted  the  divergence  between  them.  Each  of 
the  legislators  was,  in  fact,  the  sponsor  of  a  rival  organisation : 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  being  supported 
by  the  member  for  Suffolk  ;  the  United  Society  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists  claiming  the  advocacy  of  the  member  for 
Westminster.  Into  the  merits  of  these  two  societies  it  is  not 
our  purpose  to  enter.  The  elder  body  appears,  we  may  say 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  to  represent  the  higher  class  of 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  ;  the  younger,  on  the  other 
hand,  represents  a  far  larger  and  wider  constituency.  Which 
of  the  two  societies  has  done  most  for  its  members  and  for  the 
public  is  scarcely  a  question  which  bore  upon  the  real  issue 
before  Parliament,  though  it  was  much  dwelt  upon  by  the 
advocates  of  either  fraternity.  The  sole  important  issue  is, 
how  the  public  can  be  best  protected  in  future  against 
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ignorant  dealers  in  medicine.  It  is  natural  enough  that  both 
the  societies  alluded  to  should  desire  to  become  oflicial  regu- 
lators of  the  trade  which  they  both  claim  to  represent.  As 
yet,  however,  each  substantially  advocates  the  same  plan  of 
reform  as  the  other.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  only 
extends  the  operation  of  its  Act  to  professed  chemists,  not  to 
mere  vendors  of  drugs  in  rural  districts.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  system  of  examination  proposed  by  this  body  is  more 
severe  than  that  suggested  by  its  rival.  Probably  the  public 
will  consider  that  the  sale  of  medicines  of  any  kind  can  only 
bo  permitted  under  certain  gtinrautees,  and  that  the  avocation 
of  a  dispenser  of  drugs  should  be  surrounded  with  as  many 
safeguards  against  abuse  as  that  of  an  apothecary  or  a 
solicitor.  It  is  clear  that  every  lad  who  uses  a  pestle  and 
mortar,  or  rolls  up  pills,  cannot  be  expected  to  have  under- 
gone a  scientific  education  ;  but  we  may  fairly  ask  that  some 
knowledge  of  the  rudiments  of  the  particular  art  should  be 
required  from  all  persons  who  undertake  to  purvey  medicines. 
How  far  it  may  be  possible  to  allow  that  free  sale  which 
seems  requisite  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  drug  stores 
for  the  uses  of  the  public,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide 
legal  guarantees  for  the  due  safety  of  that  public,  is,  no 
doubt,  a  difficult  problem  ;  but  it  is  one  which  must  be 
solved,  before  any  satisfactory  reform  can  be  arrived  at. 

"  Parliament  exercised  a  wise  discretion,  then,  in  referring 
the  two  Bills  submitted  to  it  yesterday  to  a  select  committee  ; 
for,  as  Sir  George  Grey  pointed  out,  such  a  body  alone  is 
■competent  to  deal  with  the  various  intricate  considerations 
involved.  The  House  of  Commons  is  not  a  sufficiently  im- 
passive tribunal  to  judge  fairly  of  scientific  questions  ;  and 
•even  yesterday  there  was  a  tendency  to  treat  the  subject  as  a 
mere  controversy  between  the  two  competing  societies.  We 
trust  sincerely  that  the  select  committee  will  avoid  a  similar 
error.  It  is  a  perfectly  open  question  whether  either  of  the 
associations  be  competent  to  be  accepted  as  a  representative 
body,  in  the  same  way  as  the  Incorporated  Law  Society  may 
be  considered  the  organ  of  the  solicitors  of  the  United  King- 
dom. On  the  contrary,  it  seems  probable  that  some  corpora- 
tion which  combines  the  best  features  of  both  would  approach 
more  nearly  to  an  ideal  guild  of  chemists  and  druggists." 

The  article  in  the  Standard  is  so  well  dealt  with  by  our 
correspondent  "  Outsider"  that  we  shall  not  waste  our  time 
in  criticising  it,  but  will  simply  ask  our  readers  to  compare 
the  following  elegant  extract  with  the  leaders  of  this  month's 
Pharmaceutical  Journal : — 

"  Actuated  by  a  straightforward  motive,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  now  the  satisfaction  of  producing  a  Bill,  which  is 
supported  not  only  by  those  who  are  already  registered,  but 
by  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  chemists  and  druggists 
throughout  Great  Britain.  While  the  work  has  thus  been 
faithfully  earned  on,  the  '  United  Society,"  which  professes 
to  embrace  the  bulk  of  the  trade,  has  displayed  its  energy  by 
a  series  of  strategical  movements  designed  to  embarrass  the 
corporate  institution  which  has  really  been  dealing  effectively 
and  honestly  with  the  essential  question.  The  same  mis- 
chievous policy  is  now  obtruded  upon  Parliament,  and  Sir 
John  Shelley  is  deluded  into  believing  that  the  ridicnlus  mus 
which  he  has  the  honour  of  exhibiting  is  the  veritable  result 
of  a  general  agitation  affecting  the  whole  body  of  chemists 
and  druggists.  As  for  the  United  Society  itself,  while  it 
pretends  to  put  forward  a  large  list  of  '  members,'  we  are  at 
a  loss  to  discover  any  test  of  membership  beyond  the  pay- 
ment of  '  five  shillings  '  per  annum— a  6um  which  in  fact 
seems  to  qualify  for  a  life  membership.  On  these  terms  the 
association  is  able  to  enumerate  among  the  '  chemists  and 
druggists '  of  the  empire,  not  only  those  who  may  have  a 
reasonable  claim  to  that  position,  but  any  parties  who  may 
be  induced  to  contribute  to  the  United  Society  out  of  regard 
to  its  'benevolent  fund,'  or  its  'early-closing'  machinery. 
Thus,  when  we  come  to  investigate  the  immense  constituency 
which  the  association  claims  to  represent,  we  find  it  to  be 
composed  of  the  most  heterogeneous  materials  imaginable. 
Figuring  on  the  official  muster-roll  are  Buch  personages 
as  Mr.  Harper  Twelvetrees,  of  washing-powder  celebrity, 
together  with  the  proprietors  of  Rowland's  Macassar  Oil, 
Holloway's  Pills,  and  Betts's  Patent  Brandv.  Pickle- 
dealers,  printers,  distillers,  cabinetmakers,  perfumers,  a  lady 
of  title,  ladies  without  titles,  and  people  without  anv  names 
at  all— designated  by  mere  initials— all  help  to  Bwell  the  sum 
total  on  the  strength  of  which  Sir  John  Shelley  ventures  to 
declare  that  Bill  No.  2  is  the  Bill  of  the  'Chemists  and 


Druggists  of  England  and  Wales  ! '  And  after  all  the  sum 
total  is  not  very  large.  The  subscriptions,  donations,  and 
members'  fees  for  1804,  including  all  that  goes  to  the 
'benevolent  fund,'  only  amount  to  £448.  Supposing  that 
this  sum  were  wholly  composed  of  the  crown-pieces  which 
constitute  membership  (which  it  really  is  not),  the  con- 
stituency would  be  less  than  1800,  while  the  fact  that  all 
this  array  of  names  is  nothing  more  than  a  subscription  list 
deprives  it  of  any  value  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Legislature. 

"At  the  same  time,  if  No.  2  Bill  were  good  for  anything, 
we  might  overlook  the  questionable  nature  of  its  origin.  But 
the  proposed  measure  is  in  itself  so  outrageously  absurd  that 
it  is  almost  an  insult  to  the  'r  , ,ise  of  Commons  to  ask  that  it 
shall  pass  such  nonsense  into  law.  Ignoring  the  examining 
board  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — and  of  every  other 
established  institution — the  promoters  of  this  original  scheme 
propose  to  create  an  entirely  new  machinery,  for  the  con- 
struction of  which  there  is  to  be  appointed  a  special  com- 
missioner, who  is  to  summon  all  the  chemists  and  druggists 
of  England  aruPWales  to  a  general  conclave,  whereat  there 
is  to  be  an  election  of  a  president,  vice-president,  and  council, 
the  latter  to  consist  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  '  gentlemen.' 
We  look  in  vain  to  know  what  constitutes  a  '  gentleman ' 
within  the  meaning  of  the  act ;  and  still  more  are  we  in  the 
dark  when  we  would  fain  discover  what  it  is  that  makes  a 
'  gentleman '  a  '  chemist  and  druggist.'  We  think  of  the 
pickle-dealers,  and  the  vinegar-makers,  and  the  washing 
powders,  and  we  own  ourselves  lost.  But  even  if  we  get 
over  this  difficulty,  we  are  met  by  others,  and  from  first  to 
last  we  can  scarcely  bring  ourselves  to  believe  that  the 
'  gentlemen '  who  work  the  machinery  of  the  United  Society 
have  the  least  expectation  of  seeing  their  project  exalted  into 
a  place  among  the  statutes  of  the  land.  Sir  George  Grey — 
who  has  shown  no  good-will  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  days  gone  by — may  choose  to  smile  on  this  monstrosity ; 
but  we  trust  the  good  sense  of  the  House  of  Commons  will 
detect  the  entire  manoeuvre,  and  sweep  the  pretentious 
obstruction  out  of  the  way." 

The  Billingsgate  poured  out  from  the  coal-scuttle  bonnet  of 
the  poor  old  Standard  is  quite  as  harmless  as  the  misrepre- 
sentations of  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette.  According  to  the  latter 
journal  "  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  founded  in  1841 
for  the  purpose  of  ensuring  the  education  of  all  chemists,  and 
so  raising  them  socially  as  well  as  protecting  the  public. 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  anybody  the  most  ignorant  from 
setting  up  as  a  chemist,  and  dealing  in  poisons.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  founded  by  the  late  Jacob  Bell 
and  his  friends  to  remedy  this  state  of  things.  It  was 
incorporated  by  Royal  Charter,  and  no  one  can  assume  the 
name  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  without  passing  its  examina- 
tion and  conforming  to  its  rules.  It  has  now  been  in  exist- 
ence for  twenty- four  years,  and  can  boast  of  considerable 
success.  There  are  on  its  registers  no  less  than  3,500  names 
of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  their  assistants  who  have 
passed  a  stiff  examination,  and  are  duly  qualified  to  deal  in 
poisons.  It  so  happens,  however,  that  .their  numbers  include 
little  more  than  a  fourth  of  all  the  chemists  of  England  and 
Wales.  There  are  9,138  chemists  and  their  assistants  who 
are  not  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  .  .  . 
Those  who  are  agitating  for  Sir  John  Shelley's  Bill  are  really 
but  a  small  body  of  chemists  and  druggists — we  doubt 
whether  they  are  more  than  500 — who  call  themselves  '  The 
United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists.'  The  gTeat  herd 
of  vendors  of  drugs  stand  aloof  from  the  movements  of  either 
party.  They  don't  want  registration  ;  they  don't  want  educa- 
tion ;  and  if  they  must  have  both  the  one  and  the  other,  then 
all  they  ask  for  is  to  have  the  least  possible  trouble,  and  the 
utmost  possible  liberty.  The  real  contention  is  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  its  established  position  and  its 
3,500  names,  and  the  United  Society  of  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists with  its  500  or  600  names,"  and  a  position  utterly- 
unknown." 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  expected  that  their  Bill  would 
have  the  warm  support  of  the  Medical  body.  This,  however, 
is  not  the  case.  Even  the  Lancet,  which  is  so  fond  of  con- 
trasting the  educated  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
with  the  "  ignorant  rabble  "  of  outsiders,  does  not  wish  to  see 
Sir  Fitsroy  Kelly's  Bill  adopted  in  its  present  form.  "  Were 
the  18th  section  of  Six  John  Shelley's  Bill,  setting  forth 
restrictions  and  penalties  on  the  sale  of  poisons  included  in 
that  of  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly,"  the  Lancet  believes  "that  a 
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measure  eminently  entitled  to  public  support  would  be  the 
result."  'Die  Medical  Times  and  Medical  Circular  object  to 
any  scheme  for  elevating  chemists  and  druggists.  The 
Circular  says  that  chemists  and  druggists  are  at  present 
formidable  rivals  to  the  legitimate  practitioners,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  general  Pharmacy  Bill  becoming  law  nearly  every 
vestige  of  distinction  between  the  two  classes  would  be  broken 
down. 

A  BILL  TO  REGULATE  THE  QUALIFICATIONS 
OF  CHEMISTS  AND  DRUGGISTS. 


Preamble. 


Bill  Xo.  1,  introduced  by  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly.* 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the 
public  that  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  by  retail,  in  the  keeping  of 
open  shop  for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions 
of  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners,  should 
possess  a  competent  practical  knowledge  of  such 
business,  and  to  that  end  that  persons  before  com- 
mencing such  business  should  be  duly  examined 
as  to  their  skill  and  knowledge,  and  that  a  Register 
should  be  established  and  kept  of  all  persons  carry- 
ing on  such  business  ;  and  also,  that  the  Act  passed 
in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  years  of  the  reign  of 
Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  "An  Act  for  Regu- 
lating the  Qualifications  of  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mists," hereinafter  described  as  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
should  be  amended  :  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assem- 
bled, and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  : 

1.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  in  the  keeping  of  open  shop 
for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioners  in  any  part  of  Great 
Britain,  unless  such  person  shall  be  a  Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  or  shall  be  duly  registered  as  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist  under  this  Act ;  and  no  person  shall  be 
registered  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist  under  this  Act 
unless  he  shall  before  the  firU  of  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  have  carried  on 
business  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist,  or  shall  have 
been  registered  as  an  Assistant  as  herein  provided, 
or  shall  have  been  examined  by  examiners,  and 
have  received  a  certificate  of  competent  skill  and 
knowledge. 

2.  All  such  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time 
have  been  appointed  to  conduct  examinations  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act  shall  be  and  fire  hereby  declared 
to  be  examiners  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  are 
hereby  empowered  and  required  to  examine  all  such 
persons  as  shall  tender  themselves  for  examination 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act ;  and  any  person  who 
shall  have  been  examined  by  such  examiners,  and 
shall  have  obtained  from  them  a  certificate  of  com- 
petent skill  and  knowledge  and  qualification  to  be 
registered  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist,  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist under  this  Act ;  and  the  examination  aforesaid 
shall  be  such  as  is  now  in  use  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  for  the  purposes  of  a  qualificatiou  to  be  regis- 
tered as  Assistant  under  that  Act,  or  as  the  same 
may  be  varied  from  time  to  time  by  any  Bye-law 
to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
with  the  approbation  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

^ji?tlpr        3.  The  Registrar  appointed  or  to  be  appointed 
mw^Ac'tTo  un^cr  or  by  virtue  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  shall  be 
bo  Registrar  tae  Registrar  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
under  this 

Art.  — ;  1  1  

*  The  Bill  of  t'.io  Pharmaceutical  Couuril. 
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4.  Any  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this  Act 
has  been  or  who  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six,  shall  be 
actually  carrying  on  business  in  Great  Britain  as  a 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  in  the  keeping  of  open,  shop 
for  the  compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioners,  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  registered,  on  produciug  to  the  Registrar  a 
declaration  according  to  the  form  in  the  Schedule 
(B.)  to  this  Act,  signed  by  him,  and  also  a  declara- 
tion according  to  the  form  in  the  Schedule  (C.)  to 
this  Act,  signed  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner, or  upon  transmitting  to  such  Registrar 
information  of  his  name  and  address,  and  enclosing 
such  declarations  as  aforesaid. 

5.  Every  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this 
Act  has  been  actually  engaged  and  employed  as  an 
Assistant  to  any  "  Chemist  and  Druggist"  in 
Great  Britain,  and  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  who  shall  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
present  or  cause  to  be  presented  to  the  said  Regis- 
trar a  certificate  according  to  the  form  set  forth  in 
Schedule  (D.)  to  this  Act,  signed  by  himself  and 
by  any  Chemist  and  Druggist,  shall  be  entitled  to 
registered  as  a  Chemist  and  Druggist  under  this 
Act. 

6.  All  persons  who  are  or  sbaU  be  duly  regis- 
tered as  Assistants  or  Associates,  under  or  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  registered  as  Chemists  and  Druggists 
under  this  Act. 

7.  The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  shall,  with  all  convenient  speed  after 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion,  may  require,  make  orders  or  regulations 
for  regulating  the  Register  to  be  kept  under  this 
Act,  as  nearly  as  conveniently  may  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  form  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  (A.) 
to  this  Act,  or  to  the  like  effect. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  make 
and  keep  a  correct  Register,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  of  all  persons  who  on  or 
after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-six,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered as  Chemists  and  Druggists  under  this  Act, 
and  to  erase  the  names  of  all  registered  persons  who 
shaU  have  died,  and  from  time  to  time  to  make  the 
necessary  alterations  in  the  addresses  of  the  persons 
registered  under  this  Act ;  and  to  enable  the 
Registrar  duly  to  fulfil  the  duties  imposed  upon 
him  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Registrar  to  write  a 
letter  to  any  registered  person,  addressed  to  him 
according  to  his  address  on  the  Register,  to  in- 
quire whether  he  has  ceased  to  carry  on  business 
or  has  changed  his  residence;  and  if  no  answer 
shall  be  returned  to  such  letter  within  the  period 
of  six  months  from  the  sending  of  the  letter,  it 
shall  be  lawful  to  erase  the  name  of  such  person 
from  the  Register  :  Provided  always,  that  the  same 
may  be  restored,  by  direction  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  should 
they  think  fit  to  make  an  order  to  that  effect. 

9.  No  name  shall  be  entered  in  the  Register  un- 
less the  Registrar  be  satisfied  by  the  proper  evi- 
dence that  the  person  claiming  is  entitled  to  it ; 
and  any  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Registrar 
may  be  decided  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  any  entry  which 
shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  Council 
to  have  been  fraudulently  or  incorrectly  made  may 
be  erased  from  or  amended  in  the  Register  by  order 
in  writing  of  such  Council. 

10.  The  Registrar  shall  in  every  year  cause  to  be 
primed,  published,  and  sold  a  correct  Register  of 
all  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  and  a  correct  Register 
of  all  persons  entitled  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists ;  aad  in  such  Registers 
respectively  the  names  shall  be  in  alphabetical 
order  according  to  the  surnames,  with  the  respective 
residences,  in  the  form  set  forth  in  Schedule  (A.) 
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to  this  Act,  or  to  the  like  effect,  of  nil  persons 
appearing  on  the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mists, and  on  the  Register  of  persons  entitled  to 
curry  on  the  business  of  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
on  the  first  day  of  January  in  every  year  ;  and 
such  Register  shall  be  called  "The  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists  and  Chemists  and  Drug- 
gists;"  and  n  copy  of  such  Registers  for  the  time 
being,  purporting  to  be  so  printed  and  published  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  Courts,  and 
before  all  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  others  that  the 
persons  therein  specified  are  registered  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  of  this  Act 
respectively ;  and  the  absence  of  the  name  of  any 
person  from  such  copy  shall  be  evidence,  until  the 
contrary  shall  be  made  to  appear,  that  such  person 
is  not  registered  according  to  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  or  of  this  Act. 

11.  Any  Registrar  who  shall  wilfully  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  any  falsification  in  any  matter 
relating  to  the  said  Registers  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanour  in  England,  and  in  Scotland  of 
a  crime  or  offence  punishable  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, and  shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  imprisoned 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

12.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  procure  or 
attempt  to  procure  himself  to  be  registered  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act  or  under  this  Act,  by  making 
or  producing  or  causing  to  be  made  or  produced 
any  false  or  fraudulent  representation  or  declara- 
tion, either  verbally  or  in  writing,  every  such  person 
so  offending,  and  every  person  aiding  or  assisting 
him  therein  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanour in  England,  and  in  Scotland  of  a  crime 
or  offence  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  and 
shall  on  conviction  thereof  be  sentenced  to  be  im- 
prisoned for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

13.  Any  person  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale 
or  compounding  of  drugs  by  retail  who  shall  wil- 
fully and  falsely  pretend  to  be,  or  take,  use,  or 
exhibit  the  name  or  title  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mist, or  Chemist  and  Druggist,  or  Chemist  or 
Druggist,  or  any  name,  title,  addition,  or  descrip- 
tion implying  that  he  is  registered  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  or  this  Act,  or  that  he  is  recognised  by 
law  as  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or  a  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  any  person  not  duly  registered 
as  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist,  or  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the 
compounding  of  the  prescriptions  of  any  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  shall  for  every  such 
offence  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty  or  sum  of  five 
pounds. 

14.  Such  fees  shall  be  payable  upon  every  such 
examination  and  regulation  as  aforesaid  as  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  fixed  and  determined  by  any 
bye-law  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  with  the  approbation  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Society,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Society. 

15.  Any  sum  or  sums  of  money  arising  from  the 
recovery  of  penalties  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  ns 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  shall 
direct,  and  the  same  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Phnrmacy  Act  for 
the  recovery  of  penalties  under  that  Act. 

16.  Every  person  duly  registered  ns  a  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  having  (whether  before  or  after 
such  registration)  been  examined  and  certified  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  eligible  to  continue  or  to  be 
elected  an  Associate  as  aforesaid,  and  may  publicly 
use  the  title  or  description  Associate  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  ;  and  every 
such  person  so  continuing  or  elected  as  such  Asso- 
ciate shall  have  the  privilege  of  attending  all 
meetings  of  the  snid  Society,  and  of  voting  thereat, 
and  otherwise  taking  pa»t  in  the  proceedings  of 
such  meetings  in  tho  same  manner  as  members  of 
the  said  Society,  but  shall  not  have  or  exercise  any 
other  of  the  rights  or  privileges  of  such  members. 


17.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  extend, 
or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  lessen  or  prejudice, 
or  in  anywise  to  interfere  with,  any  of  the  rights, 
authorities,  privileges,  and  immunities  heretofore 
vested  in  and  exercised  and  enjoyed  by  any  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner. 

18.  And,  whereas  by  the  Charter  of  Incorpora- 
tion of  the  said  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  it  is  provided  that  the  Council  of  the  said 
Society  shall  have  the  sole  control  and  manage- 
ment of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  said 
Society,  subject  to  the  bye-laws  thereof,  and  shall 
make  provision  thereout,  or  out  of  such  part  there- 
of as  they  shall  think  proper,  for  the  relief  of  the 
distressed  Members  or  Associates  of  the  said 
Society  and  their  widows  and  orphans,  subject  to 
the  regulations  and  bye-laws  of  the  said  Society  ; 
and  whereas,  for  extending  the  benefits  which 
have  resulted  from  the  said  provision  in  the  said 
Charter  of  Incorporation,  it  is  desirable  that  addi- 
tionable  powers  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  Coun- 
cil :  be  it  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the  said  1st 
day  of  January,  I860,  the  said  Council  may  make 
provision  out  of  the  real  and  personal  property  afore- 
said, and  out  of  any  special  fund,  known  as  the  Bene- 
volent Fund,  not  only  for  the  relief  of  the  distressed 
Members  or  Associates  of  the  said  Society  and  their 
widows  and  orphans,  subject  to  the  said  regulations 
and  bye-laws,  but  also  for  all  persons  who  may  have 
been  and  have  ceased  to  be  Members  or  Associates 
of  the  said  Society,  or  who  may  be  or  have  been 
duly  registered  as  "  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  "  or 
"Chemists  and  Druggists,"  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  such  persons,  subject  to  the  regulations 
and  bye-laws  of  the  said  Society.

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BILL  FOR  REGULATING  THE  QUALIFICATIONS 
OF  CHEMISTS  AND  DRUGGISTS  IN  ENGLAND 
AND  WALES.   

Bill  No.  2,  presented  by  Sir  John  Shelley.* 

Whekeas  it  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the 
public  and  to  prevent  and  avoid  the  mischief  of 
ignorant  and  incompetent  persons  carrying  on  the 
trade  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  that  persons 
exercising  the  business  or  calling  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists,  retailing  or  dispensing  Drugs  and  Medi- 
cines, should  possess  a  competent  practical  know- 
ledge of  Drugs  and  Medicines  and  other  branches 
of  knowledge,  and  should  be  duly  examined  as  to 
their  skill  and  knowledge  by  competent  persons. 
Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most 
Excellent  Majesty  by,  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  and 
Commons  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  authority  of  the  same 

1.  That  this  Act  shall  for  all  purposes  be  cited 
as  "  The  Chemists  and  Druggists'  Act." 

2.  That  this  Act  shall  commence  and  take  effect 
from  the  day  of 

3.  That  a  Council,  which  shall  be  styled  "The 
Council  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  Society  of  Eng- 
land and  "Wales,"  shall  be  formed,  to  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  and  in  addition  thereto 

gists  to  vote  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  gentlemen  to  be 
ra  annually  elected  from  the  general  body  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists  registered  under  this  Act.  That  all 
registered  Chemists  and  Druggists  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  for  Members  of  the  said  Council  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  and  may  give  their  votes  either 
personally  or  by  voting  papers,  signed  by  them  in

other  than  Patented  Medicines,  such  persons  not 
being  Licentiates  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy- 
sicians of  London,  or  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons 
of  England,  or  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
London,  or  persons  registered  under  the  Medical 
Act  of  1858  or  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1852,  or 
Apprentices  to  persons  properly  qualified  within

are  hereby  required  to  be  registered  as  such,  upon 
making  a  declaration  in  the  form  specified  in

the  trial,  by  the  production  of  a  certificate  pur- 
porting to  be  duly  certified  that  he  i6  registered 

under  this  Act.     And  every  person  -who  shall  un"^^ 
offend  against  the  provisions  of  this  Act  by  retail-  persons, 
ing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  drugs  and  medi-  and  on 
cines,  or  by  being  engaged  and  employed  in  the  u^1^"^ 
retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  thereof,  as  assistants, 
provided  in  Clause  14,  or  employing  unregistered 
assistants,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  or  penalties 
not  exceeding  £5  for  every  distinct  act  of  retailing, 
dispensing,  or  compounding  of  which  he  may  be 
guilty.  •  • 

17.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council,  and  powcrfor 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  the  Council 
transact  nil  business  under  this  Act,  and  to  make  j0^^*1^6 
and  establish  such  Bye-laws  as  they  shall  deem  confirmed 
proper  and  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the 

by  this  Act,  and  from  time  to  time  to  repeal,  alter,  y^j£tiU'r  of 
and  amend  the  same,  or  make  new  and  additional 
bye-laws,  Provided  always  that  all  such  bye-laws  Power  to 
and  all  altered,  amended,  or  additional  bye-laws  ^J?0^ 
shall  be  confirmed  and  approved  by  one  of  Her  e" 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  it  Druggists, 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Council  to  call  meetings 
of  the  registered  members  of  the  Society  of  Che- 
mists and  Druggists  from  time  to  time,  for  such 
objects  connected  with  the  purposes  of  this  Act  as 
they  shall  deem  fit. 

18.  That  all  the  drugs  and  chemicals  enumerated  Hestrictions 
and  specified  in  Schedule  C  to  this  Act  annexed  or  «»d  Penalty 
in  the  bye  laws  to  be  made  hereafter  enumerated  and  yfpyig^0 
specified  as  poisons,  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  ' 

Act,  be  deemed  active  poisons,  and  that  no  persons 
shall  knowingly  sell  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  in 
any  quantities  to  any  person  whom  they  may  have 
reasonable  grounds  to  believe  to  be  under  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  or  to  any  person  -who  is  unknown 
to  the  seller,  unless  the  sale  is  made  in  the  presence 
of  a  witness  who  is  known  to  the  person  selling  the 
same,  and  to  whom  the  purchaser  is  known,  and 
who  shall  sign  his  name,  together  with  his  place  of 
abode,  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  the  seller 
for  such  purpose,  to  entries  made  at  the  time  of 
sale  therein,  of  the  day  of  such  sale  and  the  quan- 
tities sold,  and  the  purpose  for  which  required. 
Provided  always  that  this  provision  shall  not 
extend  to  the  sale  of  any  such  drugs  or  chemicals 
when  the  same  forms  part  of  the  ingredients  of 
any  medicine  required  to  bo  made  up  or  com- 
pounded according  to  the  prescription  of  any  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  or  to  the  sale  of  such 
drugs  and  chemicals  by  wholesale  and  retail  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  upon  orders  in  writing  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  their  business.    Provided  also,  that 
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any  person  offending  agaitiBt  the  aforesaid  enact- 
ments shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty,  recoverable  upon 
summary  conviction  before  two  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  not  exceeding  £20,  at  the  suit  of  the  Che- 
mists and  Druggists'  Society  of  England  and 
"Wales. 

19.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  keep 
shop,  store,  or  other  place  for  the  retailing  of  drugs 
and  medicines,  and  shall  wilfully  and  falsely  hold 
himself  or  themselves  out,  or  pretend  to  be,  or 
take  or  use  the  name  or  title  of  a  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  or  any  name,  title,  addition,  or  decserip- 
tion,  such  person  or  persons  being  required  by  this 
Act  to  be  registered  under  the  provisions  thereof, 
shall,  upon  a  summary  conviction  before  two  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace  for  any  such  offence,  pay  and 
forfeit  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  £20. 

20.  That  all  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  under  this  Act  shall  be  brought  and 
carried  on  by  the  Council  in  their  corporate  name, 
and  by  no  other  persons,  and  any  sums  or  sum  of 
money  recovered  or  adjudged  to  be  paid  by  way  of 
penalty,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  said  corporate  body. 

21.  That  the  Registrar  shall  be  bound,  on  the 
application  of  any  person  paying  1*.,  to  certify 
under  his  hand  whether  or  no  any  person,  whose 
name  and  address  shall  be  furnished  to  him,  appears 
in  the  said  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  or 
not.  The  certificate  of  such  Registrar,  purporting 
to  be  signed  by  the  said  Registrar,  and  sealed  with 
the  Corporate  Seal  of  any  entries  in  the  said 
Register,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  the 
contrary,  be  sufficient  evidence  of  .  the  facts  therein 
stated  up  to  the  date  of  the  said  certificate. 

22.  That  the  Registrar  shall  from  time  to  time 
make  out  and  maintain  a  complete  register, .  and 
enter  therein  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
being  Chemists  and  Druggists  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered under  this  Act,  and  also  of  all  persons  being 
registered  assistants  and  apprentices  respectively, 
and  shall  keep  a  proper  index  of  the  register,  and  all 
such  other  registers  and  books  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  or  required  by  the 
Council  of  the  said  Society. 

23.  That  every  person  who  shall  be  registered 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  exempt,  if 
he  shall  so  desire,  from  serving  on  any  jury  or  in- 
quest whatsoever,  and  from  serving  in  the  militia. 

24.  That  an  annual  fee  of  half  a  guinea  shall  be 
paid  by  all  Chemists  and  Druggists  registered  under 
this  Act  engaged  in  businss  as  principals,  and  that 
any  surplus  monies  remaining  in  the  hand  of  the 
Treasurer,  after  liquidating  all  demands  and  charges 
to  be  from  time  to  time  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  this  Act,  shall  and  may  from  time  to 
time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Council  shall 
see  fit  to  set  apart  and  appropriate  to  the  forma 
tion  and  maintenance  of  a  Charity  for  the  relief 
and  benefit  of  poor  Chemists  and  Druggists  who 
may  have  been  registered  under  this  Act,  and  their 
families.

TEST  FOU  TAUTAIt  EMETIC. 

As  such  C.  Claus  recommends  the  solution  of  perchloride 
of  iron,  which  produces  a  peculiar  reaction  with  not  too 
strongly  acid  solutions  of  tartar  emetic,  as  a  test,  that  serves 
to  distinguish  it  quite  readily  from  all  other  officinal  prepara- 
tions of  antimony.  The  solution  of  iron,  added  to  a  concen- 
trated solution  of  the  tartar  emetic,  merely  gives  it  a  yellow 
tinge  ;  but,  when  the  solution  is  largely  diluted  with  water, 
there  forms  at  once  a  yellow  precipitate  of  the  colour  of  chro- 
mate  of  lead.  In  a  very  dilute  solution,  a  single  drop  of  the 
iron  liquor  produces  at  once  this  precipitate,  which,  what 
must  be  carefully  observed,  is  readily  soluble  in  an  excess  of 
the  reagent.  If  less  than  sufficient  of  the  latter  is  added  to 
redissolvethe  precipitate,  it  assumes  a  gelatinous  consistence. 
It  is  principally  oxychloride  of  antimony,  coloured  by  iron, 
and  contains  a  little  tartrate  of  antimony  and  potassa,  which 
cannot  be  removed  by  washing. — Amer.  Jour.  Pharm. 

SUBLIMATION  OF  ALKALOIDS. 

Dr.  Helwig,  of  Mayence,  has  published  researches  on 
microscopic  teste  applicable  for  diagnosis,  and  among  these 
describes  the  sublimation  of  nearly  all  medicinal  alkaloids, 
which,  he  states,  when  properly  treated,  furnished  perfect 
objects  for  micro-chemical  examination.  The  alkaloids  iu 
the  form  of  fine  powder,  are  heated  very  carefully  on  a  piece 
of  platinum  foil,  hollowed  out  somewhat,  and  covered  with  a 
plain  glass  plate.  Most  of  the  sublimates  are  stated  to  be 
crvstalline  ;  those  of  morphia  and  strychnia  are  obtained  with 
especial  facility,  and  allow  the  application  of  all  the  usual 
tests.  They  are  readily  distinguished  by  a  dilute  solution  of 
chromic  acid,  which  forms  crystals  with  strychnia,  but  not 
with  morphia.  Brucia  does  not  yield  so  readily  a  crystalline 
sublimate,  nor  is  the  reaction  with  chromic  acid  as  distinct. 
Veratria,  solania,  and  aconitia  also  give  crystalline  sublimates ; 
the  product  in  the  latter  case  is  perfectly  soluble  in  ammonia, 
from  which  solution  it  again  crystallises  on  evaporation. 
Atropiu  is  very  easily  destroyed  when  too  high  a  degree  of 
heat  is  employed ;  when  carefully  treated  a  sublimate  is 
obtained,  consisting  of  clear,  colourless  drops,  which  form 
crystals  with  the  acids.  Digitalin  likewise  yields  such  a 
product,  the  nature  of  which  could  not  be  ascertained  as 
satisfactorily,  though  it  appeared  to  form  crystals  with  some 
of  the  acids. — Amer.  Jour.  Pharm.

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SIR  JOHN  SHELLEY'S  BILL. 

TO  THE  EDITOR  OF  THE  CHEMIST  AND  DltUUOISl'. 

Sin,— It  is  generally  admitted  that  when  an  opponent  loses  temper, 
ho  is  getting  the  worst  of  the  dispute;  and  that  when  he  descends  to 
abuse  una  p  noualitles,  ho  lias  vary  littlo  argument  loft.  If  such  bo  the 
case,  wo  ought  to  bo  pleased  with  the  tone  of  tho  loading  articles  in  tho 
PAai'.iianunedi  Journal  for  this  month.  It  might  almost  bo  supposed 
that  the  writer  from  the  Standard  newspaper  was  the  contributor,  unless 
Mr.  Richardson,  or  Leicester,  had  bcon  specially  employed.  I  cannot 
believe  that  tho  gcntlomon  on  tho  Council  would  havo  so  forgotten  their 
dignity  as  to  make  a  discussion  of  principles  an  opportunity  for  personal 
abuse."  It  is  not  my  intention  to  follow  the  oxamplo  of  the  writer  or 
writers ;  I  have  too  much  confidence  in  the  liberality  of  many  pharma- 
ceutists to  suppose  that  tho  articlos  oxpross  their  opinions,  and  I  much 
prorcr  the  stylo  of  argument  adopted  by  Messrs.  Reynolds,  Vizor,  Proctor, 
and  m  my  others  I  could  name,  to  that  which  Mr.  Richardson,  of  Leicostor, 
has  cultivated. 

Tho  deputation  cf  the  United  Society  was  more  favourably  received  by 
Sir  G.  (hoy  than  tho  Pharmaceutical  Council  approved  of,  and  cortain 
remarks  made  mi  that  occasion  appoar  to  have  aroused  tho  angor  of  tho 
latter  body.  Exception  is  taken  to  a  remark,  that  "SirF  Holly's  Bill 
demanded" that  persons  should  have  a  knowledge  of  Botany,  Latin,  Materia 
Medica,  Pharmacy,  and  Chemistry ;  but  that  Sir  J.  Shelley's  Bill  only 
required  an  examination  as  to  the  nature  and  doses  of  medicines,  and  an 
ability  to  road  proscriptions  with  ease  and  accuracy."  Wherein  lies  the 
great  difference  which  makes  the  examination  of  one  oppressive,  and  the 
other  altogether  acceptable?  asks  the  journalist.  A  knowledge  of  the 
nature  and  doses  of  medicines  "must  certainly  be  the  science  of  Materia 
Medico,  with  some  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry,  if  not  Botany,"  and  an 
ability  to  reed  prescriptions  "necessitates  a  knowledge  of  tho  language  in 
which  prescriptions  are  written."  In  replying  to  this,  I  am  aware  that  it 
is  not  for  the  edification  of  tho  writer— as  he  knows  as  well  as  I  do  myself 
the  meaning  of  the  quotation  from  the  report ;  but,  as  it  is  intended  to 
mislead  those  who  look  only  at  the  words,  I  will  explain. 

Sir  J.  Shelley's  Bill  docs' not  discourage  any  one  wishing  to  pass  the* 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  prevents  none  from 
studying  Ciesar,  Ovid,  Horace,  or  Virgil.  It  places  no  obstacles  before 
those  desirous  of  learning  the  botanical  names  of  plants,  aud  their  natural 
orders,  and  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  their  elementary  structure  aud  their 
classification,  {wording  to  Linnams  and  Do  Caudollo.  It  leaves  every  one 
at  liberty  to  study  tho  laws  of  chemical  combination,  the  means  of  deter- 
mining by  test  the  composition  of  chemical  substance,  and  cortain 
branches  in  chemical  physics'. 

This  examination  is  left  for  those  likely  to  become  dispens  ng  choraists, 
and  to  whom  ten  or  twouty  guineas  is  of  little  importance.  But  Sir  J. 
Shelley's  Bill  compels  the  ordinary  druggist,  at  n  trifling  expense,  to 
prove  his  ability  to  read  a  proscription  accurately,  so  that  he  might  bo 
competent  to  disponso,  should  such  a  curiosity  come  before  him ;  to  show 
a  knowledge  of  medicines  and  their  doses,  such  as  all  apprentices  would 
possoss  ;  and  to  have  that  practical  experience  of  shop  routine,  without 
which  no  scientific  portion  of  pharmaceutical  education  would  onablehim 
to  sustain  his  commercial  character.  Sir  J.  Shelley's  Bill  provides  this 
simple  examination  for  those  who  othorwise  would  pass  none  at  all ;  aud 
leaves  the  test  of  ft  higher  standard  with  tho  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society; — and  I  know  from  experience,  and  I  am  certain  others  will 
endorse  my  statement,  that  Ovid,  Horaco,  aud  Virgil  will  not  teach  a 
youth  the  Latin  of  proscriptions,  nor  will  scientific  studies  inakc  him 
familiar  with  the  contents  of  his  employer's  shop. 

In  striving  hard  to  impute  misrepresentation  to  the  Unitod  Society,  it 
would  be  supposed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  writers  would  have  taken 
special  care  not  to  expose  themsolves  to  the  charge  of  misrepresentation, 
and  yet  we  fiud  in  their  articles  eithor  wilful  falsehoods,  or  unaccount- 
able blunders  They  still  ovcrrato  tho  numerical  strength  of  their 
Society,  and  declaro  that  the  members  form  a  third  instead  of  a  tenth  of 
tho  trade.  They  then  tako  the  balance  sheet  of  tho  United  Society  for 
the  year  1863,  before  the  excitement  of  tho  Incorporation  scheme  began,  to 
prove  by  the  amount  received  in  subscriptions  that  we  cannot  now  claim 
3,000  members.  A  child  would  understand  that  the  receipts  of  that  date 
can  bear  no  reference  to  tho  present  numbers.  During  tho  past  fifteen 
months  tho  antagonism  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  corporations 
to  trade  interests  havo  producod  a  large  number  of  new  members. 
Besidos,  there  are  regulations  with  local  Societies  which  prevent  any  idea 
of  our  numbsr  being  formed  by  the  amount  of  subscription  at  tho  service 
of  the  Executive.  They  then  deliberately  state  that  Sir  J.  Shelley's  Bill 
does  "  not  allow  any  one  to  sell  a  pound  of  sulphur  or  an  ounce  of  cream 
of  tartar  without  a  licenco  from  their  board  or  from  ours."  This,  Sir,  is 
an  unpardonable  misrepresentation.  Sir  John  Shelley's  Bill  places  no 
restriction  upon  the  sale  of  any  Bimplo  medicines  and  household  remo- 
dios.  Any  unqualified  person  may  continuo  to  sell,  as  at  present,  salts, 
senna,  rhubarb,  jalap,  sulphur,  cream  of  tarlar,  spirits  of  nitro,  sal 
volatile,  the  tincturos  of  rhubarb,  senna,  and  such  like  articlos  ;  but  tho 
tinctures  of  opium,  henbane,  homlock,  foxglove,  deadly  nightshade,  aro 
reserve  1  (or  those  who  underst  md  their  naturo  and  doses. 

Two  important  considerations  influenced  tho  framers  of  tho  Toison 
schedules.  First,  to  introduce  no  medicines  that  could  bo  loft  in  safety 
iii  the  hands  of  ordinary  shopkeepers,  but  only  those  having  a  dangerous 
principle,  that  are  used  in  dispensing ;  secondly,  to  distinguish  thoso 
articles  of  a  poisonous  naturo  used  in  pharmacy  from  thoso  employed  in 
manufactures.  Thus,  opium  being  essentially  a  dangerous  moaicliio,  wo 
propose  to  restrict  tho  sale  of  it  as  well  as  its  preparations.  Butmorcury; 
although  employed  in  pharmacy,  is  also  usod  in  manufactures;  therefore, 
wo  prohibit  only  its  pharmaceutical  preparations.  There  aro  many 
articlos  omitted  as  dnngerous  as  those  scheduled,  but  it  Is  ndvisablo  only 
to  try  for  that  which  is  practicable.  Difficulties  aro  suggosted,  but  if 
jealousies  were  cast  aside  th»y  would  soon  bo  ovorcomo.  1  havo  boon 
tol  l  that  it  is  impossible  to  arrango  tho  salts  of  sodium  and  potassium, 
for  it  would  novor  do  to  restrict  tho  sale  of  carbonate  and  tartrato  of  soda 
or  potash,  nor  to  allow  the  freo  sale  of  bromido,  iodide,  or  arseniato  of 


sodium  or  potassium.  Such  is  not  Intended,  for  the  exceptions  would  bo 
clawed  under  their  respective  beads  of  bromine,  iodine,  and  arsenic. 
Strychnine,  atropine,  monkshood,  an  1  prussic  acid  arc  articlos  that  can 
only  be  wantod  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  aro,  therefore,  placed  under 
greater  restriction.  And  it  is  in  consequence  of  Sir  J.  Shelley's  Bill 
allowing  the  fullost  freedom  in  the  tr.ido  of  simple  drugs,  and  yet  pre- 
serving tho  sale  of  deadly  poisons  to  an  examined  body,  that  obtained  tho 
support  of  Government ;  whilst  all  that  was  said  by  Sir  0.  Grey  in  favour 
of  our  opponents,  was  that  ho  thought  that  tho  examinations  might  be 
entrusted  to  thoiu.  Tho  journalist,  speaking  oa  bohalf  of  tho  Pharmaceutical 
Socioty,  says  in  ono  place,  "  We  wish  for  no  such  restriction,  because  we 
consider  it  to  be  unnecessary,  unreasonable,  aud  unjust  It  is  a  method 
of  regulating  tho  trado  in  drugs  which  we  think  the  legislature  will  be 
slow  to  sanction."  But  in  nnotlior  place,  being  evidently  impressed  by 
tho  favour  shown  by  Government  to  th"  Poison  schedule  of  the  United 
Society's  Bill,  ho  writes — "  There  are  tome  points  connected  icith  the  sale  of 
dangerous  drugs  which  would  be  left  for  subse*[nent  legislation,  huf  the  prori- 
sions  of  this  Bill  would  grtatty  facilitate  the  attainment  of  wlcat  would  be 
required  hi  that  direction,"  which  means  that  when  tho  Pharmaceutists 
got  tho  government  of  the  whole  trade  Into  their  hands,  then  they  will 
try  to  secure  by  further  legislation,  for  their  own  monopoly,  that  which 
we  would  uow  havo  fairly  secured  for  all. 

Thero  must  be  some  greater  cause  for  tho  extraordinary  efforts  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  prevent  a  second  board  of  Examiners  being 
appointed  than  a  doubt  as  to  the  efficiency  of  any  other  than  their  own. 
Thero  must  be  something  more  than  the  mental  culture  of  tho  embryo 
chemist  to  cause  such  influence  to  be  used  to  prevout  a  select  committee 
of  tho  House  of  Commons  being  appointed  to  consider  tho  respective 
merits  of  the  two  Bills. 

With  such  a  museum,  such  a  library,  such  a  laboratory,  such  a  board 
of  examiners,  with  a  pedigree  of  twenty-three  years,  and  an  expenditure 
of  £70,000,  perhaps  more  might  have  been  expected  thau  that  thero 
should  bo  nearly  COO  examined  members ! 

Sir  J.  Sholloy  held  the  key  to  tho  question  when  ho  stated  that 
"something  must  bo  wron-;  in  a  Society  established  twenty  years,  with 
the  means  it  had,  to  bo  unable  to  net  a  greater  number  of  tho  trade." 
There  is  something  wrong !  And  yet  this  Society,  whoso  only  chartered 
privilege  is  to  use  tho  word  "  Pharmaceutical, "  but  which  is  in  every 
other  sense  a  private  club  and  benevolent  Society,  assumes  the  right  to 
govern  all,  but  at  the  samo  tune  cries  piteously  against  our  right  to  share 
their  money,  or  its  proceeds.  We  ao  not  waut  to  share  their  funds, 
nor  to  havo  any  dealings  with  them.  Neither  do  we  stand  iu  need  of 
their  control.  They  are  an  educational  institute.  We  are  a  trading 
body ;  and  if  it  is  to  the  interest  of  any  of  us  to  take  their  degree,  wo 
will  pleaso  oursolvcs  by  doing  so.  Why  do  they  strive  to  govern  us,  or 
even  register  us?  Aro  they  afraid  that  the  practical  scheme  we  propose 
will  create  an  association  that  may  eclipse  their  own  ill-governed  body  ? 
If  we  aro  admitted  to  their  Society,  it  must  bo  on  equal  terms  with  the 
unexamined  members.  Then  what  becomes  of  tho  chartered  privileges 
of  the  examined?  Why  is  it  now  discovered  that  an  upper  and  lower 
board  of  examiners  would  croato  a  division  in  tho  trado  ?  Is  it  so  new 
for  us  to  have  this  division?  Do  these  gentlemen  so  deplore  the  sem- 
blance of  a  division  that  they  are  desirous  of  preventing  all  jealousy  by 
keeping  the  entire  examining  power  in  their  own  hands?  Do  we  find 
thoso  rucmbors  of  tho  Apothecaries  Society  who  have  passed  the  lesser 
examination  at  the  College  of  Physicians,  in  a  state  of  warfare  with 
thoso  who  remain  practitioners?  Why  should  not  the  registered  chemist 
bo  in  a  similar  position  to  that  of  tho  apothecary,  and  bo  at  liberty,  if  he 
desires,  to  take  the  higher  degree  from  tjjo  Pharmaceutical  College? 

Lot  me,  before  concluding,  call  tho  attention  of  the  trade  to  the  obliga- 
tion they  owe  to  Sir  J.  V.  Shelley,  for  the  energetic  and  able  manner 
with  which  he  conducted  our  Bill  through  its  first  and  second  readings ; 
for,  although  in  opposition  to  ono  of  tho  most  learned  and  gifted  pleaders 
of  the  day,  by  his  extraordinary  tact,  and  by  making  himself  acquainted 
with  the  details  of  our  position,  he  obtained  an  advantage  in  a  manner 
which,  considering  the  question  was  quito  novel  to  him,  deserves  our 
warmest  thanks  and  congratulations.

THE  TWO  SOCIETIES  AXD  THE  TRADE. 

TO  THE   EDITOR  OK  THE  cnEMIST  AND  DKCr.OIST. 

Silt, — At  the  present  time  when  pharmaceutists  and  pharmacists  orj 
aliko  waiting  tho  issue  of  tho  movement  called  forth  through  tho  intro- 
duction of  the  Bills  of  the  Pharmaceutical  and  United  Societies  into 
Parliamont,  it  may  not  bo  amiss  just  to  take  a  glance  at  the  positiou  or 
the  body  affected  by  the  abovo  movement. 

Commencing,  then,  with  tho  Pharmaceutical  branch,  and  sotting  aside 
tho  vexed  questions  about  its  numerical  strength  as  compared  to  the 
trade  at  large,  wo  soo  that  it  resolves  itself  into  tho  following  elements : — 
Honorary  members;  founders;  members  by  examination  liofore  1S53 ; 
members  by  purchase,  18i3  ;  oxamincd  members  since  1853,  who  havo 
passod  the  major  examination ;  nion  in  business  who  passed  through  tho 
separate  examination,  and  thus  attained  membership.  Thon  follows  tho 
list  of  associates  before  1842  ;  examined  major  and  minor  associates,  and, 
lastly,  rogisterod  apprentices— rather  a  motley  ossombly,  some  may 
think.  And  how  much  tho  passing  of  tho  Pharmacy  Bill  of  1865  will 
improve  matters  wo  havo  yet  to  learn. 

All  honour  to  tho  men  who  originated  tho  Society  in  1S41 ;  the  liko  to 
those  who  havo  consistently  followed  in  their  footsteps.  Let  us  soo  how 
far  this  latter  honour  is  merited.  Tho  position  of  tho  Pharmaceutical 
Socioty  immediately  beforo  1853  not  being  a  satisfactory  ono,  an  infusion 
of  frosli  capital  by  tho  admission  of  unexamined  men  is  the  result ;  dlsson- 
sion  folio  as  ;  a  member  of  tho  Council  tikes  legal  proceedings  against  his 
colloagues  ;  much  personal  rancour  is  gouoratcd ;  but  at  last  the  storm 
subsides,  tho  Council  is  tho  victor,  and  tho  right  to  admit  unexamined 
mon  (pro  tern.)  is  admitted.  Tho  noxt  ton  years  is  a  period  characterised' 
by  Poison  Bills,  which,  acting  as  boils  irritating  tho  body  Pharmaceutical 
but  novor  coming  to  hoad,  vanish  into  tho  regions  of  Parliamentary 
failures,  till  tho  Medical  Bill  of  1863  creates  a  now  agitation,  which  only 
subsides  upon  tho  shelving  of  that  obnoxious  measure.  Who  tho  trado 
have  to  thank  for  dofoatlng.thls  movement  is,  1  iiuagino,  a  question, 
protty  woll  understood ;  tho  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  not,  to  my 
knowlodgo,  cluimod  tho  honour.  In  tho  interim,  a  now  society  has  sprung 
into  HTo — horaoly,  but  broad-bockcd  and  sturdy-footed —terming  itsoEr 
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more  especially  a  tmdo  uuion  upon  a  liberal  basis,  viowed  witb  little 
favour  at  17  Bloorosbury-square,  but  strong  through  the  latitude  of  its 
•constitution'  It  ventures  to  claim  humble  fellowship  with  its  older 
brother  —elder  brothor  shows  It  tho  door.  Nolhiug  daunted,  though 
somewhat  indignan',  it  sets  bravely  to  work  with  but  a  limited  capital ; 
oppo-ios  Medical  Councils  and  gots  tho  best  of  tho  battle,  gives  dinners, 
makes  friends  with  members  of  Parliament,  and  claims  tho  right  to  bo 
thought  somebody— a  thing  of  life  and  energy.  (Porchanco  some  Pharma- 
ceutical devotee  may  be  tempted  to  sneer  nt  tho  notion  of  blending 
<linuers  with  dignity ;  but,  oh !  most  sapient  mortal,  did  not  tho  con- 
queror of  half  Europe  say  that  the  host  way  of  conciliating  opposing 
interests,  was  tl  rough  tho  stomach?  With  what  feelings  did  tho  repre- 
sentatives of  tho  two  Societies  at  the  Math  Conference  view  each  other 
after  the  second  bottle  ?  Not  those  of  envy,  hatred,  and  malico,  I  dare 
swear.)  Then  the  Phnrmaccutical  Society  frames  a  Dill  for  regulating 
the  qualifications  of  chomists  and  druggists ;  so  that  its  Council,  in  the 
oveut  of  tho  Bill  bocoming  law,  might  claim  to  be  tho  censors  of  tho 
trade.  Tho  United  Society  follows  suit,  asserts  its  independence,  and 
prepares  its  Bill,  which  goes  into  Parliament  to  try  conclusions  against 
its  rival.  In  that  august  assembly  wo  will  leave  them  for  the  present, 
their  respective  merits  and  demerits  having  already  been  fully  discussed 
by  abler  pens  than  mine. 

Mr.  Procter,  who  charitably  consents  to  act  as  the  connecting  link 
between  the  two  opposition  conveyances,  which  promise  respectively  to 
conduct  the  trade  to  position  and  fortune,  is  likely,  I  think,  to  bo  made  the 
buffer  upon  which  both  parties  can  expend  their  excess  of  critical  power. 
Some  think  with  him  that  the  Bill  of  the  Council  of  which  he  was  lately 
u  membor,  either  goes  too  far  or  not  far  enough  ;  others,  Again,  uncon- 
uected  with  either  Society,  remain  neutral,  and  view  tho  conflict  in  a 
similar  manner  to  the  attitude  presented  by  this  country  in  the  American 
quarrel.  "  Universal  government  by  all  means,  and  down  with  the 
rebels !"  say  they  to  the  one  party.  "  At  him,  my  little  fellow,  and  don't 
be  bullied  !"  they  say  to  tho  other. 

I,  a  non-member  of  either,  have  voted  for  the  Bill  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  this  simple  reason,  that  I  think  its  obnoxious  clauses  will  be 
so  far  modified  through  the  influence  of  the  Bill  of  the  United  Society 
upon  the  select  committee,  should  one  be  obtained,  that  a  better  and 
inoro  generally  satisfactory  Bill  than  either  will  be  the  result. 

One  fact  is  significant,  as  far  as  my  position  gives  me  power  to  judge, 
the  medical  profession  is  on  the  side  of  the  Pharmaceutical  body,  possibly 
•because  medical  men  have  the  idea  that  the  majority  of  prescribing 
chemists  are  non-pharmaceutists,  an  opinion  to  my  experience  erroneous. 
I  will  just  remark  upon  tho  position  attained  by  passing  the  separate 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  As  far  as  I  can  understand 
the  synopsis  of  this  examination,  it  is  nothing  more  than  the  examlna- 
t'on  passed  by  minor  associates ;  thus,  by  the  operation  of  tho  Pharmacy 
Bill,  the  chemist  and  druggist  who  has  passed  the  miuor  examination 
is  placed  a  step  lower  thau  his  neighbour  (and  can  only  term  himself 
Associate),  who,  after  having  undergone  the  same  test,  is  dubbed  a 
Mtmber, — peculiar  justice  this,  but,  doubtless,  quite  correct. 

And  how  will  old  examined  members  get  over  this  difficulty  !  It  won't 
do  to  term  themselves  members  by  examination,  so,  I  suppose,  the 
Council  will  create  them  Fellows  or  Directors.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,  some  time  ago,  a  talented  personage  promulgated  the  startling 
announcement,  that  only  in  those  establishments  where  the  imaginary 
portraits  of  Galen  and  Aviccnna  are  to  be  seen,  is  science  and  sense  to 
be  found.  Very  good  joke  indeed.  Did  no  one  ever  enter  an  establish- 
ment thus  adorned,  but  to  find  that  the  difference  between  Na  and 
NaO  was  ill  understood — that  echoes  from  Gallican  pharmacies  and 
Teuton  laboratories  were  never  heard,  to  find  doubtful  quinine  on  the 
shelves,  unorthodox  syrups  in  the  cellar,  and  not  immaculate  tinctures 
in  the  store-room?  Surely  such  things  have  been,  or  the  writer  is 
strangely  deceived. 

Some,  however,  adopting  the  axiom  that  "rank  which  excels  its  wearer 
doth  degrade,"  suffer  their  artistic  diploma  of  1S53  to  repose  quietly  in 
its  case,  with  the  bottles  and  pill  boxes  in  the  attic.  With  one  of  this 
class  was  the  apprenticeship  of  the  writor  passed  ;  he  was  told  to  keep 
tho  presidential  dignity  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  his  mind's  eye 
as  the  summit  of  professional  glories.-'and  meanwhile  he  gleaned  but  little 
science,  learned  to  work,  and  not  to  be  ashamed  of  his  apron,  nor  of  bands 
stained  with  antim.  nigr.  and  Stockholm  tar.  Well  grounded  in  the 
grinding  and  mixing  of  paints,  oils,  and  colours,  he  was  taught  to 
abominate  dirty  scales  and  hick  lustre  counters;  to  be  quick  and 
courteous,  and  to  find  that  the  hardship  of  powdering  and  sifting  Spanish 
flies,  aloes,  scammony,  and  the  like  disagreeables,  was  ultimately  a 
positive  benefit  from  the  practical  knowledge  thus  conveyed.  (Indeed,  a 
master  scarcely  does  justice  to  an  apprentice  if  he  places  in  his  hands  a 
powder,  provided  the  solid  exists  for  him  to  conveniently  reduce  to 
powder  himself.)  Thrown  into  the  world  to  make  his  way  as  an  assistant, 
lie  has  to  thank  himself  and  non-pharmaceutical  chomists  for  what 
modicum  of  science  he  may  possess,  and  for  giving  him  the  sense  of 
being  a  practical  pharmacist. 

The  qucstii.n  of  the  rewai  d  of  pharmaceutical  education  is  not  for  me 
to  discus*.  Whether  the  sum  expended  in  preparing  for  and  passing  the 
examinations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  brings  interest  for  its  money, 
is  a  query  as  yet  unsatisfactorily  answered.  I  was  once  rather  amused  at 
•  finding  a  "  Marine  Member  "  running  full  tilt  at  the  matter  contained  in 
the  Journal,  praising  the  one  in  which  by  courtesy  these  lines  appear, 
and  crying  out  for  less  Chinese  Materia  Mcd'ca  and  moro  trade  news. 
.  Purely  Mr.  Ince's  prowess  has  frightened  him  bock  into  bis  shell,  alarmed 
at  his  own  temerity,  as  I  have  novcr  beard  anything  of  him  since. 

Finally,  the  bosh  which  is  now  going  the  round  of  tho  papers,  where 
I  ih*  well-known  character,  or  rathor  caricature  of  tho  boy  in  "  Pickwick" 
.  in  hold  forth  as  a  reflection  of  the  trade  and  its  junior  members  at  the 
present  time,  is  little  to  be  heeded  by  tho  members  of  a  trade  who 
possess  as  a  whole  great  intelligence,  who  work  hard  both  with  hand 
And  head,  and  whose  constant  care  and  anxiety  is  but  little  appreciated 
by  the  public  at  large.   Apologizing  for  tho  length  of  my  romarks,

f<iR,— The  recent  success  of  the  United  Society  in  securing  on  behalf 
©f  the  trade  an  examination  of  tho  whole  question  of  pharmaceutical 
legislation  seems  to  have  produced  a  considerable  amount  of  abuse  from 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  who,  according  to  their  own 


account,  havo  hitherto  "avoided  making  any  direct  allusion  to  tho 
United  Society."  It  scorns  that  this  long-continued  assumption  of 
dignity  is  nt  last  obliged  to  succumb  to  the  force  of  circumstance,  and 
the  mortification  of  Sir  Fitzroy  Kelly  iu  tlio  Senate  is  now  supplemented 
by  a  demonstration  of  annoyance  in  the  Council  Chamber  at  llloonisbury 
Square  Why  should  the  Council  of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  havo 
rofusod  to  recognise  tho  existence  of  "a  rival  Society  "  until  tho  present 
time,  and  only  now  to  abuse  it?  Has  not  the  United  Society  made  every 
effort  to  induce  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So  icty  to  act  in 
unison?  Has  it  not  invited  an  open  conference  where  the  interests  of 
the  trado  could  be  fairly  and  temperately  discussed,  and  the  scandal  of 
a  parliamentary  conflict  avoided?  But  it  is  urged  in  tho  last  number  of 
tho  Pharmaceutical  Journal  that  these  overtures  woro  accompanied  by 
conditions  that  tho  Executive  Council  of  the  United  Society  well  knew 
could  not  bo  entertained. 

Now,  what  were  these  conditions?  They  stipulated  that  all  existing 
interests  should  be  respected ;  that  there  should  be  compulsory  examina- 
tion of  all  future  candidates  for  the  trade  ;  that  tho  educational  test,  in 
order  to  conform  as  far  ai  possible  to  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  freo 
trade,  should  be  as  economical  and  as  simple  as  possible,  but  sufficient  to 
ensure  the  special  knowledge  required;  and  that  provided  the  power  of 
examination  and  the  entire  future  government  of  tho  trade,  with  all  the 
fees,  &c.  should  bo  vested  in  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  trade  should 
havo  the  right  of  representation.  These  are  tho  conditions.  Ave  they 
more  than  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ought  to  grant,  or  less  than  the 
United  Society  ought  to  demand  ? 

As  for  tho  accusation  of  interested  motives  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Society,  it  falls  to  the  ground  in  the  presence  of  the  fact,  that  if  tho 
interests  of  the  trado  bad  been  thus  secured,  the  United  Society  would 
have  accomplished  its  mission,  and  the  future  leadership  would  have 
been  left  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Should,  however,  any  other 
issue  than  this  be  arrived  at,  the  United  Society  will  continue  to  multiply 
its  strength  and  operations. 

As  the  first  member  enrolled  in  the  United  Society,  I  know  some- 
thing of  its  remarkable  progress  and  present  strength  ;  and  feel  assured 
that  so  long  as  its  principles  are  right,  that  I  shall  not  be  the  last  of  its 
supporters  by  many  thousands.

TO  THE  EDITOR  Of  THE  CHEMIST  AKD  DRUGGIST. 

Sir, — Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  article,  taken 
from  the  Standard  newspaper,  which  must  be  based  upon  information 
received  from  some  one  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Not  content  with  disgracing  the  columns  of  a  daily  paper  with  scurrilous 
language,  tho  writer  bespatters  opprobium  upon  all  who  are  not  members 
of  the  Bloomsbury  institution,  and  even  denies  that  those  who  are 
members  can  be  "gentlemen,"  because  they  are  "chemists  and  drug- 
gists. "  Few  will  admit  that  the  writer  of  this  rabid  article  can  justly  lay 
claim  to  the  title  of  "gentleman." 

A  little  knowledge,  we  ate  told,  is  a  dangerous  thing,  and  the  article 
in  question  is  a  good  illustration  of  the  proverb.  To  eke  out  his  small 
stock,  the  writer  describes  the  system  of  omnibus  "nursing,"  with 
which  he  seems  far  better  acquainted  than  with  tho  condition  of  the  drug 
trade,  and  tries  to  earn  the  praise  of  his  Pharmaceutical  employers  by 
abusing  their  opponents  in  thorough  cad-like  style. 

If  it  were  not  that  a  feeling  of  disgust  and  indignation  is  created,  the 
arrant  nonsense  of  the  writer  might  be  treated  with  perfect  indifference ; 
but  that  it  should  have  come  from  the  "cream  of  the  trade, "  as  the 
writer  terms  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is  a  matter  of  regret.  Let  us 
hope  that  the  next  chum  will  produce  something  less  rancid  than  this 
offensive  article,  wldch  cannot  be  acceptable  even  to  the  supporters  of 
the  Standard. 

But  "the  good  sense  of  the  House  of  Commons"  went  with  these 
maligned  "gentlemen"  of  the  United  Society,  and  granted  all  that  they 
desired  ;  and,  as  tho  Government  prefers  their  Bill  to  that  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical, it  is  likely  to  become  the  base  of  a  new  statute. 

The  arguments  in  the  Standard  article  so  closely  resemble  those  in  the 
"three  spasms  "of  this  month's  Pharmaceutical  Journal,  that  my 
remarks  will  apply  to  those  of  both  publications. 

An  extraordinary  mare's  nest  has  been  discovered  in  the  supposed  dis- 
agreement between  our  list  of  members  and  our  balance  sheet.  Tho 
number  of  members  claimed  by  us  as  said  to  be  incorrect,  because  out- 
balance sheet  does  not  show  an  equal  number  of  6s.  subscriptions. 
Whether  this  information  was  supplied  through  the  Davenport  agency, 
or  by  the  spirit  of  a  departed  pharmaceutist.  I  cannot  tell ;  but  of  this  I 
am  sure,  that  until  the  smart  writer  of  the  Standard  ascertains  the 
amount  deducted  for  local  expenditure,  and  the  amount  sent  up  to.  the 
Executive,  he  will  not  get  much  information  as  to  our  numbers  from 
the  statement  of  accounts. 

The  names  of  Messrs.  Bctts,  Bowcrbank,  and  Bcaufoy,  the  distillers  ; 
Crosse  and  Co.,  contemptuously  termed  "  picklemongors ;"  Itimmcl,  "the 
perfumer;"  Bowles,  "the  printer;"  and  Harper  Twelvctrecs,  certainly 
have  no  right  to  be  in  our  list  of  members.  For  this  tho  Executive 
should  bo  blamed,  but  I  protest  against  the  insult  unwarrantably  levelled 
at  these  gentlemen,  whose  only  fault  hus  been  a  generous  act  towards  the 
poor  of  our  trade,  when  many  of  their  own  wealthy  brethren  refused  to 
aid  them,  and  I  challenge  contradiction  in  stating  that  it  is  paltry  spite 
and  meanness  to  expose  these  gentlemen  to  ridicule.  Although  not  quali- 
fied for  membership,  they  are,  nevertheless,  superior  in  social  position, 
wealth,  and  commercial  standing  to  tho  majority  styling  themselves 
"Pharmaceutical  Chemists,"  and  they  are  not  greater  "quacks,"  if  ad- 
vertising their  goods  signifies  quackery,  than  many  on  tho  Council  nf  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  This  conceit  must,  bo  highly  amusing  to  the 
gentlemen  carped  at,  when  they  know  that  the  dignity  of  many  a  Pharma- 
ceutist has  been  purchased  at  tho  cost  of  a  single  contribut  ion  to  our  fund. 
It  would  bo  unworthy  of  us  to  take  exception  to  "transfer  ngcnt.s  and 
valuers  "  being  members  of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Socioty,  and  especially  to 
having  them  on  tho  Council,  and  yet  wo  might  as  reasonably  do  so. 

It  is  worthy  of  roinark  that  in  tho  debato  in  the  House  of  Commons,  in 
tho  leading  articles  and  correspondence  of  tho  newspapers  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal,  after  stating  that  a  board  of  Examiners  already 
exists,  and  that  none  but  those  holding  certificates  of  Pharmaceutical 
Society  are  admitted  as  army  dispensers,  the  supporters  of  Sir  Fltsroy 
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Kelly's  Kill  think  it  necessary  to  ra'l  at  tho  United  Society  On  the 
other  hand.  Sir  J.  Shelley,  tlio  artlefe!  In  your  own  journal,  and  tho

Boohrty  nro  members  ofr  tho  trado.  and  «omo  must  tako  thu  active  part. 
Thoir  "interests  have  boon  assailed.  Tlio  loadors  of  tho  United  Society 
soring  "  into  notorioty  with  It,"  and,  let  mo  ask,  what  they  have  gained 
by  it?  Tlio  abuso  of  such  mon  as  Mr.  Richardson,  of  Leicester,  some- 
thing much  more  acceptable  than  thoir  praise  ;  but  tho  estoom  and 
friendship  of  many,  both  mombcrs  and  non-members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Socioty,  who  know  that  their  objoct  is  an  unselfish  ono,  and  that 
with  tho  samo  determination  they  began,  so  will  thoy  finish.

THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  MEMORIAL. 

TO    THE    EDITOR    OF   THE   CHEMIST    AND  DRUOOIKT. 

Sir, — In  a  lottor  which  appoared  in  your  February  number,  I  find  my- 
self charged  with  obtaining  signatures  to  a  memorial  to  tho  Council  of  tho 
Pharmaceutical  Society  through  "misrepresentation."  It  is  also  stated 
that  the  gentlemen  who  signed  tho  memorial  "now  withdraw  their 
names,"  and  that  "all  "  the  druggists  in  this  town  have  signed  in  favour  of 
the  Bill  put  forth  by  tho  United  Society,  except  Mr.  Highwny  and  myself. 
I  may  state  that  my  attention  was  not  drawn  to  the  lottor  until  it  was  too 
lato  to  reply  in  last  month's  issue.  The  delay  has  given  time  to  make 
inquiries,  tlio  result  of  which  has  been  such  as  will  probably  convince 
some  of  your  readers  that  the  statements  whioh  are  modo  by  your  corre- 
spondent are  not  quite  true,  and  I  bog  to  solicit  tho  insertion  of  the 
following  in  the  Chemist  and  Drvooist  of  this  month,  in  justification  of 
myself  under  such  imputations. 

To  the  personal  charge  I  give  an  unquali.iied  denial,  and  I  will  give  a  few 
facts  in  support  of  this  denial. 

After  reading  the  lottor  abovo  referred  to,  I  wrote  to  tho  gentlemen 
who  signed  the  memorial,  and  requested  to  be  informed  what  misrepre- 
sentations had  been  made  to  them  to  induce  them  to  sign,  and  to  know  if 
the  local  secretary  of  the  United  Society  had  boon  authorized  to  withdraw 
their  names  from  the  memorial.  To  tho  fiwst  question,  two  write  in 
answer  that  none  were  matle,  and  throe  others  have  replied  vorbally  to  the 
same  effoct.  To  the  second  question,  five  have  replied  that  they,  have  not 
requested  the  secretary  to  withdraw  thoir  names  from  tho  memorial ! 

To  the  romark  that  all  the  druggists  in  Walsall  have  signed  for  the 
United  scheme,  one  of  the  gentlemen  replies— "  that  the  local  secretary  of 
the  United  Society  has  never  seen  him  on  the  subject."  Perhaps  your 
secretary  makes  the  remark  with  a  view  to  show  that  I  am  the  only 
incorrigible  ;  yet  he  might  havo  ascertained  whether  Mr.  Highway  was 
willing  to  sign  or  not,  by  calling  upon  him  instead  of  passing  his  door, 
at  the  time  when  the  secretary  waited  upon  Messrs.  Sneyd  and  Hobson  to 
prepare  them  for  the  visit  from  the  persoii  who  was  to  be  sent  to  them  for 
their  signatures.  So  it  appears  that  although  Mr.  Hazledine  was  ' '  unable 
to  get  about  after  business,"  yet  ho  was  able  to  go  round  to  tho  chemists 
and  solicit  signatures ;  at  the  same  time,  there  has  been  no  complaint  of  the 
manner  in  which  he  has  attended  to  the  arduous  duties  which  ho  is  called 
upon  to  perform  for  the  public. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  highly  respected  secretary  of  the 
United  Society  should  have  lent  tho  weight  of  his  position  to  make  state- 
ments, such  as  call  forth  your  indignation,  against  a  number  of  persons 
who,  to  say  the  least  of  them,  are  respectable  tradosmen,  who  enjoy  tho 
confidence  of  thoir  neighbours.  It  is  not  ofton  that  editors  so  far  forget 
themselves  as  to  charge  a  number  of  such  persons  with  "  duplicity  and 
falsehood ;"  yet  it  will  be  some  consolation  to  those  who  have  taken 
a  part  in  this  matter,  to  find  that  one  who  has  been  placed  in  the  front  as 

mark  for  your  very  severe  criticism,  has  boon  able  to  prove  that  there  is 
little  or  no  truth  in  the  charges  which  have  called  forth  your  severe 
remarks. 

If  the  letter  which  you  have  published  is  a  fair  tampl*  of  those  which 
you  have  received  from  various  parts  of  the  country,  I  make  no  doubt 
but  that  tho  members  of  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  be  satisfied  with 
the  refutation  which  it  has  mot  with,  and  think  your  Society  is  quite 
welcome  to  the  first  fruits  which  have  resiUted.
